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Paracelſus, &c. have doxe ; yet they treading 
out of the common Paths, and acting upon 
different Principles from the reſt of Mankind, 
they did not want thoſe who malizned and hated 
them, and uſed all the opprobrious Tanguage 
in the World againſt them, Therefore why 
ſhould I, who dowt in the leaſt pretend to have 
arrived to thoſe great PerteCtions that th 
had attained to, take it amiſs to be abuſed and 
evil ſpoken of ? Wo 
Authority has in great meaſure blinded 
ſome Mens Underſtandings, and ſealed « 
their Eyes : There being flill a ſort of Men 
that pay too ſubmiſſive a Deference to antient 
Opinions, tho never ſo contrary to Reaſon, 
that they will not open their Eyes to” ſee or un- 
dexſtand the Truth, There are ſtill Men who 
write againſt moſt known Truths, as again 
the Gravity axd Elaſtick Force of the Air, 
and other things of the ſame nature.

of 4 moſt ſpiritual Nature, the ſeveral Poſs- 
tionsor Combinations of Matter can contribute 
nothing eirher to her Eſtabliſhment or Raiz. 
Beſides, the Judgments of Men are ſo different 
in reſpe# of the ſame things, that we can ne- 
ver more hazardouſly and impradently play the 
E Prophet, than in preſaging the happy or un- 
| fortunate Succeſs of a Book. So that every

! beſides the throwing out of ſo great a quantity 
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.of Puſtles, by breaking the Globules of the Blood, 
wheniit is brought to the Cutaneous Glands, 1in- 
ſtead of thoſe Glands ſeparating the Excremen- 
#itious Serum, which in a State of Health, 1s all 
or moſt part of it to be carried off by Sweat, | 
or imſen/ible Tranſpiration, but at this time to 3 
ſupply the PuſHes till they are brought to matu- | 
rity: I ſay, by breaking the Globwles of the Blood |: 
when.it is In its confuſed Stage, Serum and all to- * 
gether z the Excrementitious Serum -only, ac- | 
cording to the Rules of Nature, ought to be ſe- | 
parated, thoſe Glands being ſo many Stramers | 
adapted to receive into them the Serum only, Þ 
and not the leaſt drop of Blood when it is inits Þ 
natural State, and its Globules unbroken.

ple Spots upon the Surface of the Skin, not only 
- 1n.the Small-Pox, but other Fevers ; which Spots

= mnoſtrcators of future Death. 

But this is not all, for by the foreſaid break- 
E ingof the Globules of the Blood by Alkalious Me- 
= aicines, theſe ſmall broken Globules getting into 
? the ſmall Meanders of the Bram, hinder the Motion 
| of the Animal Spirits through the /Verves, and 
= fo cauſe Deliriums, and all thoſe fatal Diſorders 
= of the Brain that are but too frequently ſeen. , 
” Likewiſe the Blood not being capable of be- 
ing contained. in its proper Channels, is the: 
| occaſion of violent Bleeding at the Noſe, bloody: 
{ Urine, &c. which are none of the beſt Symp- 
| toms, but what too frequently- happen by the 
|, aforeſai& means, 
Z Beſides breaking of the Globules of the Blood, 
= and cauſing the ill Symptoms before-mentioned, 
Z with many others I don't think fit here to enu- 
” merate; by their Dzaphorctick Quality, there is 
= fovaſt a waſte made of the Scrum of the Blood, 
-* that there is not a. ſufficient quantity left to ſuy- 
* ply and bring to. maturity thoſe many. Puſtles 
= (even more than Nature deſigned) that thoſe 
* Medicines alone had thrown out : So that about 
| the ninth, eleventh, or thirteenth day, for _ 
1 | = OL 
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of a ſufficient quantity of Serum to ſupply them, 
the Puſtles fall, and the Acrid, corroſeve Matter, 
being, abſorbed into the Blood, cauſes ſecon- 
dary Fevers, which oftentimes prove of very 
dangerous Conſequence. I might expatiate a 

great deal more, but I deſign brevity. 
It may be ſaid, you have gone far enough in 


condemning the ordinary Pradice as to the uſe | 


of Alkalies and Diaphoreticks, not having fubſti- | 
tuted a better and ſafer Method and Medicines | 
in their room : but not too faſt, that follows in 
its proper place. 

The Small-Pox is a D:ſtemper that requires 
the giving of as few Medicines, as in any Diſ-. | 
temper whatſoever, unleſs in ſome extraordi- 
nary Caſes: but yet I think it the moſt unreaſo- 
nable thing in the World, that People (as 1s 
the common practice in this caſe) ſhould be left 
to the ſole management of old Women and Nur- 
fes ; which thing alonel verily believe has been 
the deſtruction of more People, than the 


Sword it ſelf. And altho but very few Me- | 


dicines, as I ſaid before, are generally neceſla- 
ry, yet the Eye of a careful, skilful Phy/acian, 
and that from the beginning, is as convenient as | 
In any Diſtemper whatſoever ; that he ſeeing | 
Nature's Operations, may alſo ſee the fit time | 
when to give the Medicines requiſite. I confeſs | 
] have heard ſome People complain that ſuch a | 
Phy/ician has had ſo many Fees, and never wrote | 
one Bll for them : For ſuch People, let me tell | 
them, that they complain without cauſe ;. for | 
in many caſes, eſpecially in this, the Phy/acian | 
deſerves his Fees better for not writing at all, | 
than for ſo doing. I | 
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I own my ſelf to be a profeſt Chymzſt, and in 
many things, tho not all, a Diſciple of Helmont, 
and know nothing in this World ſo delightful 
tome, as Chymical Operations : Yet in this caſe, - 
nor indeed in ſcarce any acute Diſtemper, do I 
judg Chymical Medicines [at leaſt the elaborate 
ones] to be abſolutely neceſſary, tho many of 


| them may do well, and are ſometimes to be u- 
{ fd: ButIdon't know any reaſon we have to fly 


to elaborate Preparations, when Nature has provi- 
ded Medicines ready to our hands. Acids are the 
things skilfully and timely given, which I have 
ſeen, not only by my own, but by other Great 
Mens Practice, to be the only ſafe, effectual, 
and ſ{eldom or never-erring Medicines in this 
D:ſtemper, 1o that they are rightly timed, and 
given with diſcretion : and why ſhould we fly 
to Acids Chymically prepared, when, as I faid 
before, Nature has provided to our hands Oran-. 
ges, Limons, Citrons, Limes, and a great many 
more not here neceſſary to mention, which for 


the moſt part anſwer our intentions, ſo that 


they are skilfully given by an experienced hand ? 
And as, I hope, I have given ſufficient Reaſons 
to diſlwade the uſe of Alkalies and Diaphoreticks, 
from the many direful effects that daily attend 
their uſe; ſoI hope to give as cogent ones to 
enforce the uſe of Acids, from the laudable, 
good effefts I have ſeen from them : for in yoo 
hundred (at leaſt) Patients, that I have had of _ 
all Swalities to do with in this Diſtemper, in Wor- 
ceſter and London, where I have been called in at 
the beginning of the Diſtemper, I do not know 
that I have had one that has died, or been disfh-

gured; nay ſome that have been brought into 
very. ill circumſtances by the precedent uſe of 
Teſtacius, Alkalious Powders and Diaphoreticks, 1 
have retrieved from the jaws of impending Death 
by the uſe of fit and proper Acids. 

It may be wondred at by ſome, that I make 
a difference between Teſtaceous Pouders and Dia- 
phoreticks, when. the Teſtaceous Pouders, eſpecial- 
iy the compound ones, as Gaſcoin's Pouder, 
Counteſs of Kent's, Lapis de Goa, &C. are ac- 
counted Dzaphoreticks, and indeed are fo : but 
the reaſon why I do it, 1s, becauſe for the moſt 
part, befides the ſaid Alkalious Pouders, other 
more forcible Dzaphoreticks are alſo given. 

I having in ſhort given ſome hints concerning 
the cauſe of the Small Pox, I need not again re- 
peat them ; ſo I ſhall immediately proceed to 
the method I take in the cure of it,'which, being 
according to Nature's dictates, is ſhort and eaſy : 
For Nature in performing her Operations, 
makes ſhort and eaſy cuts, it being in the cure 
_ of Diſeaſes, as in finding out and giving an ac- 
count of the Phenomena of Nature by Philoſopbi- 
cal Diſquiſztions ;, they that go upon the feweft 
Principles, generally diſcover .moſt of her Se- 
crets, and are capable of giving the beſt and 
moſt rational account of them ; whereas they 
that are clogged with multiplicity of Principles, 
and wandring in tedious, .long, and uncouth 
Paths, thinking thereby to get admiſſion into 
Nature's Cabinet, after they have ſpent much 
time, and taken a great deal of pains, at laſt fit 


down as wiſe as when they began, and not one | 
Jot the wiſer. 


Firſt 
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Firſt of all, when I come to a Patient who has 
the Symptoms of the Small-Pox upon him, which 
are ſo well known even to Nurſes, that I need 
not ſpend ary time about them : In the firſt 
place, if there be any manifeſt ſigns of the $r6- 
mmach's being oppreſſed and clogged with viſcous 
Matter, as generally it is, I firſt of all give a 
gentle, eaſy Yomit, ſutable to the age and con- 
ſtitution of the Patient 3 and after that hath 
Yone operating, ſome Swupus E Meconio, or any 
other proper Opsat in due proportion. Afﬀter- 
wards, to allay the hurry and diſorder in the 
Blood, occaſioned by the intromiſſion of Heteroge- 
neous Particles, which Nature is endeavouring to 
throw out ; and to confirm the Texture of the 
Blood, ſo as to enable It torid it ſelf of its ene- 
my, I give large quantities of any of the follow 
ing Juleps.

* Ofany of theſe Juleps, I give my Patients to 
drink as oft and as freely as they pleaſe: Drink- 
ing likewiſe ſmall Beer with Juice of Oranges in | 
it, in as large quantities as they pleaſe. But du- | 
ring the whole courſe of the Diſtemper, all ſorts | 
of Fleſh ought to be avoided. | 

To poor people, inſtead of the aforeſaid Fuleps, 
and to fave charges, I order them large quan- | 
fities of ſmall Beer, acidulated with Oil of YVitriol, | 
or inſtead of that Yinegar, or Verjuice Poſſet- 
drink, to be drank frequently, and in large 
quantities. : 

But if in the beginning, or at any other time, 
I find the Brain very much diſturbed, and the 
Patient delirious, for the moſt part I find it ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to let Blood, and that in a 
good. quantity ; and then to fly to the uſe of 
more powerful Acids, giving the following Fuleps | 
in large quantities, which preſently calm the | 
violent Motion and Agitation of the Blood and 
Spirits, and ſet all to rights in a ſmall time.

By this cthod TI have brought my Patients 
through the Diſtemper, without ſo much (al- 
moſt) as the leaſt uneaſineſs, or even confining 
themſelves to their Beds, and without the leaſt 
fear of a ſecondary Fever, which is that which 
frequently proves of moſt tatal conſequence. 

After the Puſtles are quite gone, I then take 
care to purge them well for five or ſix times with 
gentle and eaſy Purges, after each Purge giving 
an Hypnottick. After that I have done Purging, 
for - ſome time I give corroborating, ſtrengthning 
Medicines, to confirm the Texture of the Blood 
and Juices, and bring them to their natural 
State, by which means I prevent 1ll accidents, 
that ſometimes ſucceed the Small- Pox. 

L have not given a full Zſtory of this Diſtem- 
per, that being contrary to my deſign, but en- 
deavopred to deter people fromthe uſe of thoſe 
Methods and Medicines that have proved fatal to 
fo many, and to advancea better and ſafer Me- 
thod and Medicines in their room ; yet L would 
not have people wholly to rely upon the Method 
I have here ſet down, but always have a Phy/z- 
cian by, to obviate any unuſual Symptoms that 
may chance to appear contrary to what general- 
ly do; and where Life lies at ſtake, people can't 
be too cautious : But if the good old Woman and 
Nurſes, in ſpight of all that can be ſaid, will be 


ſtill tampering, I mult needs fay this, that if my 
| Method 
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"Method were exatly followed by every body 
from the beginning without any variation, I 
verily believe that there would not one in ten 
die that have formerly done by the uſe of Alka- 
lies and Diaphoreticks, 

As have before endeavonred to explode the 
uſe of Akalies, and to give my Reaſons for ſa 
doing ; ſo 1 ſhallnow endeavour to give ſome 
Reaſons for the Method 1 take with the great 
uſe of Acids in this caſe. 

As 1 have before obſerved, I judg the cauſe 
of the Small-Pox to be from an intromiſſion of 
Heterogeneous, or Particles of a different Nature 
and Texture from the Blood,into it ; by the means 
of which Particles the Blood 1s put into a very 

reat hurry and diſorder, in order to throw off 
its enemy; and that the place that Nature de- 
\ ſigns the, diſcharge of theſe Particles by, is 
the cutaneous Glands, Now the Inconveniences 
that I obſerved to attend the uſe of Alkakes, 
were thethrowing out of more Puſtles than Na- 
ture defigned, the deſtroying of the Globules of 
the Blood, and a waſte of too great a quantity 
.of Serum, TI had before forgotten to mention 
one diſmal effect of Alkalies and Draphoreticks,and 
that is, that by deſtroying or breaking the Glo- 
bules of the Blood, inſtead of regular Puſtles being 
thrown out to the Surface of the Skin, the di- 
vided broken Globules are together with the 
morbifick matter thrown out, as in the caſe of —- 
and fo cauſes an Eri/zpelas or St. Anthony's Fire, 
which ſeldom or never fails of proving fatal. 

Now I almoſt defy any one to ſay that he ever 
obſerved ſuch Symptoms as thele, it Acids "ow 

rom 
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. from the beginning uſed : For Acids are of that 
nature, that they confirm the Texture of the 
Blood, which is that red ſubſtance wherein is con- 
tained the Byolyenium X or Lamp 
of Life ; and by ſo doing Nature is 
capable of throwing out the extra- 
neous Particles, in a way ſutable to it,and without 
the inconveniences that attend the other Me- þ 
thod : For the Texture of the Blood being. con- | 
firmed,and moving regularly and naturally in its | 
proper Channels, the morbifick Particles are only | 
thrown out, and ſuch a quantity of Serum left, | 
as is ſufficient to ſupply the PuſHes, and bring | 
them to maturity without any danger of their ® 
flatning, and the acrid Matter being again gb- 7 
ſorbed into the Blood, and cauſing ſecondary Fe- | 
vers, Beſides, the Globules of the Blood beinF 
kept together unbroken, there is not any dan- 
ger of their being extravaſated, and cauſing 
thoſe fatal purple Spots ; nor of being thrown out 
together with morbifick Matter, and ſo cau- 
ſing an Erifspelas or St. Anthony's Fire z neither 
are Hemoragies at the Noſe, bloody Water, &c. 
in the leaſt to be feared, nor by being admit- 
ted into the ſmall Meanders of the Brain*to | 
cauſe Deliriums, and thoſe other Symptoms that 
attend it. F- | 
I might expatiate upon continued Fevers, and | 
ſome other acute Diſtempers; but that would be to © 
be guilty of Tautology : For I aſſign but one gene- | 
ral Cauſe of them, tho I own that the extraneous | 
Particles cauſing *em may be ſomewhat different, Þ 
and according to the different ſize of the extra- | 
neous Particles,the parts affected may be different; | 
as | 
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as in the Small-Pox, the ſize of the Particles are 
ſuch as to fit them to be thrown out by the cata- 
neous Glands to the ſurface of the Skin ; in other 
Fevers they are thrown out, ſometimes one way, 
ſometimes another, according to their ſize, 
For inſtance, ſometimes they are thrown out 
by critical Sweating, ſometimes by Urine, ſome- 
times by the Glands of the Mouth in ſpitting, and 
| ſo on, according to the different diſpoſition of 
| the Particles cauſing the Diſtemper, being fitted 
| to be diſcharged thro the Pores of different. 
Parts: and which ever way we find Nature en- 
clined to do her work, we muſt aſliſt her in it, 
but not ſpur her on, unleſs ſhe be too ſluggiſh, 


\ © but muſt not, upon any account whatſoever, 
| hinderor thwart her in her Operations. 


In moſt continued Fevers I have found Alkalies 
equally pernicious as in the Small-Pox, and 4- 
cids equally advantagious ; the which I ſhall in- 
ſtance in one or two particulars. 

After I came out of Flanders laſt year, being 
1694. naving diſcourſed with a certain Phy- 
fician about a Fever that had that Summer 
raged in London, and of which many died ; he 
told me, that when he found his Patients un- 
der ſuch and ſuch Circumſtances, he as much 
gave them up for dead, as if a Dagger were 
run through their Hearts - I asked him what 
thoſe Symptoms were, that rendred his Patients 
circumſtances to be ſo very dangerous? He re- 
plied, When he found them delirious, and had 
Spaſms and Convulſions of the Nerves. I en- 
quired of him, what Aedicines he gave ? He 
told me, a Compoſition of Gaſcoin's Pouder, Vir-

After the Pains are quite gone, I then pre- 
ſcribe a Steel Courſe for three Weeks or a Month, 
during which time I order a continuance of the

But in- this caſe, as well as in the Gout, 
the quantity of Cremor Tartar and Tartar Vitri- 
olatum., ought to be ſuch, as to occaſion two or 
three Stools in the twenty four bours, and no more, 
at leaſt after thefirſt day or two; and therefore 
as peoples Strength and Conſtitutions vary, the 
quantities preſcribed ought to be lefſened, or 
increaſed, as there 1s occaſion.

| Have little to ſay upon this Subjea, but that 
I have ſeen great numbers of People under 
this circumſtance, to whom have been given 
large quantities of Alkalies, and all ſorts of 
Balſamicks, and thoſe things called Pe@orals, 
without the leaſt advantage in the world ; tho 
I have ſeen others who have had the manifeſt 
ſ1gns of a confirmed Phtiſ;s or Conſumption, who 
by the plentiful uſe of proper Acids, have been 
reduced from a ſtate of dying to that of perfe& 
Health. 

My Reaſons in ſhort, according to my beſt 
Obſervations, for the uſe of Acids, and the 
diſuſe of Alkalics, are as follow. . 

The Globules of the Blood, by reaſon of too 
great a quantity of Acrid, Alkalious, Lixivious 
Particles being mixed with it, being broken, 
and confuſedly mix*d with the Serum, are, to- 
gether with the Serum, admitted into the ſmall 
Glandules of the Lungs, and not being capable 
of being diſcharg?d, cauſe Inflammations there, 
and by conſequence Hedick Fevers, which al- 
ways precede and accompany. a Phti/zs or Con- 
ſumption. Now by the uſe of Alkakes and Bal- 
ſamicks, theſe extravaſated, broken Globules are 
ſo far from being thrown out, and the depraved 
ſtate of the Blood from being altered, that in-

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ſtead of it, the ſtate of the Blood is made much 


worſe by Alkalies.; and by Balſamicks the Puſtles 
occaſioned from the extravaſated Globules, being 


admitted into the ſmall Glandules, are brought 
to Suppuration, the neceſſary conſequence of 
which is an Ulceration; and when ſo tender a 
part as the Zun gs are, Is once ulcerated, he muſt 
ſhew himſelf an Artiſt indeed that can heal 
ſuch Ulcers.

In the Year.1600. ſays Helmont, a certain 
Atilitary Man, being burden'd with a great 
number of ſmall Children, made his complaint 
to me that he was 58 years of age, and that if 
he ſhonld chance to die, his Children muſt 'g0 
begging from door to door. He ask'd of me 
ſomething, whereby his Zife might be preſer- 
ved. 1 being then a Young Han, and commi- 
ſerating his Condition, conſidered with my 
ſelf, that a lighted Match of Brimſtone would 
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preſerve Wine from Corruption ; therefore I 


concluded with my ſelf, that the 4cid Oil of 
Sulphur did neceſlarily ſo contain this Flame of 
Sulphur, and all the Smell of it, that it ſelf was

and free from Pains, Wherefore I gave him a

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Fot full of the Di/tilled Liquor or Oil of Sulpbuy, 
and likewiſe taught him the manner -of diſti]- 
ling the faid Oil from kindled Brimſtone, 1 
furthermore bid him, that every Meal, in the 
firſt draught of ZBeey he drank, he ſhould take 
two drops of the ſaid Liquor, and by no means 
exceed it ; I being ſatisfied that two Drops did 
contain a large quantity of the Fume of Sulphur. 
The Man followed my Advice, and at this time 
walks about the Streets of Bruxels, being Sixteen 
hundred forty one. And, whichis more than all, 


for the whole Forty years he never laboured un- 


der any Diftemper, altho once by a Fall upon 
the Ice, he broke his Leg near the Xxee, yet all 
the time he was under Cure, he was free from a 
Fever. He continued flender and lean ; and al- 
tho in want of all Neceſlaries, . lived to be 
thus 01d. The Name of this Old Man is Fobn 
Maſs, who ſerved in the Bed-Chamber of the 
Biſhop of Ypre, when Count Egmont and Horne 
were beheaded, and wasat that time Twenty five 


years of age. 


The Truth of this Relation need not in the 
leaſt be doubted, the' Man being alive and well 
when it was wrote. By which Inſtance it is 
plain, that Acids are not the Cauſe of Diſeaſes, 
but Preſervatives againſt them ; and whatever

parity of reaſon muſt be of uſe to repel them, 
when we labour under them. |

Sal and other Antrdotes were in 
large quantities.given, bat all in 'vain 3 for in Þ - 
ſtrad-'of” allaying, the Symptoms ſo increaſed, 
that nothing leſs was to be'feared, than the lofi 
of the poof Man's Life, ' To the beſt of my” 
remembrance,- nay, I-think-I may be poſitive, 
that it was'in. the Wriſt where he was bitten;Nc 
but for all the Folatile Salts and other Antidotes, 
ina very little time his Arm was ſwelled To big, 
and ſo high, that Amputation could do. him ng 
ſervice z- nay, all the By-ftanders, which were 
many, gavehim-up for dead. Atlaſta certain 
Perſon adviſed the giving of him large quanti+ 
ties of only fo {imple an Acid as Futice of Limons; 
which: immediately abated the Syhproms, and 
retrieved him from all manner of Danger. 

We live in an inquiſitive Age, wherein Peo- iſ}; 
ple, have more ſenſe than to take things upon 
truſt : The obtaining of the Blood, both of well By 
and diſtemper'd Perſons, is no difficult matter ; 
and I deſire no greater juſtice to be done me, [ 
than that People would - themſelves experiment 
the truth 'of what I have'faid ; and if after trial Ng

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it be found that the Blood of perſons in any of 
the before-mamtioned caſes, hath any thing of 
 Acidabounding in it, I will own my ſelf in the 
wrong ; but ſhall never take the leaſt notice of Þþ p 
ſuch ſcurrilous Anſwers as I have been uſed to, Nj 
nothing of 'that nature being in the leaſt valid Nx 
with me, that 1s not confirmed by well-atteſted ?

T is, I ſuppoſe, allowed by every body, that 
| Sea-Salt is an Acid, and for that very reaſon 
only it is, that we who eat ſuch large quantities 
of Fleſh are not able to live without it. For all 
ſorts of Fleſh abounding with large quantities of 


"Roolatile Alkalious Salts, if the ſaid Alkalious Salts 


were not in ſome meaſure locked up and morti- 
fied by the means of Sea-Salt, or which is all one, 
that which is the product of our Engliſh Brine- 
pits, they having their {altneſs from the ſame 
origine, which is Currents of Water paſling 
through great Rocks of Salt ; which late Diſco- 
veries have made appear to be both in England, 
and many other parts of the Worid: As for 
inſtance, one in Cheſbire, whoſe Vein is twenty 
Yards thick,and may be traced for a great many 
Miles together z; which very Rock alone 1s ſuffi- 
cient to impregnate almoſt an Ocean of Waters. - 
[Now, I ſay, were it not that the Yolatsle Alkaly 
contained in the Meat we eat, was in ſome mea- 
fire lockt up or mortified by means of the 
foreſaid Salt, the eating of quantities of meat 
would certainly deſtroy us. ] | | 

"There is ſome reaſon to believe, That the 
People before the Flood did not eat Fleh, but 
livd altogether upon Yegetables, as Fruits, 
Herbs and Roots ; which, 1 ſuppoſe, was one 


great reaſon of their Longevity. And it may be 
obſerved, 


wo 
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obſerved, that in Herefordſhire, and other Coun 
tries abounding with Fruzt, the People are long 
er 1;27d than in thoſe Countries that want them, 
Now had the Antediluvian People eaten Fleſh, 
we do now, I can't imagine what they woul( 
have done for Salt : for ſuppoſing Dr. Burnet, 
Hypotheſ3s true, (the which 1 think there is not 
the leaſt reaſon to doubt of, his Arguments to 
prove it being to me unanſ{werable) I ſuppoſ 
their Rivers muſt have been altogether void of 
Saltneſs ; and how they could come at Salt an 
other way, conſidering the ſtate of their Eart 
I can't imagine : And for them to have eata 
Meat without Salt muſt neceſſarily have great 
prejudic'd their Healths, and ſhortned ther 
Lives. For we have ſeen in the late 1ri/h War 
what Deſtruction and Deſolation was made it 
our Army by eating Meat without Salt, of whict 
at one time there was a ſcarcity, whole Regi 
ments having been ſwept away together witl 
Fevers and Fluxes. But the Antediluvian Peopl 
living upon Yegetables, they had no need of Salt, 
there being a ſufficient quantity of Acidity 1 
them to confirm the Texture of their Blood, an( 
preſerve them from Diſeaſes, 

[That the Food of the Antediluvian Peoph 
was only Herbs, and that the eating of Fleſ 
was not allowed till the Waters of the Flood 
were abated, the following Texts of Scripture 
are ſufficient to evince. Gen. chap. 1. v. 29- 
After God had ſaid to Adam, Be fruitful,and mul 
tivly, and repleniſh the Earth, and had given him 
Dominion over the Creatures, then it comes in; 
And God ſaid, Behold, I have given you every Herb 
| bearing 
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bearing Seed, which 1s upon the face of all the 
Earth, and every Tree in which is the Fruit of .a 
i Tree yielding Seed, to you it [hall be for Meat. 
Wy After the Waters of the Flood were gone, then 
God bleſſeth Noah and his Sons, as he had before 
done Adam, and ſaid unto them, Be fruitful, 
and multiply, and repleniſh the Earth; and then 
gives them Power and Dominion over the Crea- 
tures: after which he ſays, Ch. 9g. v, 3. Every 
moving thing that Iiveth ſhall be Meat for you, even 
as the green Herb have I given you all things. Now 
after the uſe of Fleſh was allowed, we dowt 
find any one perſon, Noah himſelf excepted, 
who arrived unto the Age of any of the Ante- 
diluvian Fathers, The natural reaſon of which 
is very plain. ] 

Since I have been mentioning Sea-Salt, I ſhall 
make bold to trouble you with a Relation of a 
ſtrange and accidental Cure wrought upon a 
Perſon in a Tympanitis, given over as Incurable 
by the moſt eminent Phy/zcians of England, by 
barely immerging her two or three times over 
Head in Sea-Water, 

The Perſon was Daughter to an Eminent Citi- 
zen of Worceſter, ſhe had labour'd under a Tym- 
panitts Three or Four Tears ; her Fathcr applied 
himſelf to moſt of the Eminent Phy/zcians for 
Advice, but all that they could do {ignihed no- 
thing. Her Father, who 1s a Corpulent Man, has 
ſeveral times told me, that her Abdomen was 
ſwelled ſo big, that his Cloak would not lap 
round her, and ſhe was then not above Ten 
Years of Age. It happened one Morning that 
her Mother, Two Brothers, her ſelf, and a Maid-

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feruant, were bitten by a littte: Nog they had in 
the. Houſe, which . was :grown. mad. Advice 
was preſently given by Dr. Johnſon, an Emment 
_ Phyſician then living in Worceſter, That they 
ſhould all go to the Salt-Waters to be dipp'd;

end. The poor diſtreſſed Child ſeeing them all 
going away without her, called to her Father, 
telling him, He took care of every body elſe, 
but valued not what became of her ; upon 
- Which her Father being moved with compaſlion, 
was reſolved ſhe ſhould go, let the event be 
what it would. Accordingly ſhe was carried 
down, and when it came to her turn to be dip- 
ped, it was as much as two Men could do to 
immerge her over Head - After they were all 
dipped, they were carried to an adjacent Houſe, 
and put to Bed; ſhe had not been in Bed many 
Hours, but ſhe called for a Pot, and piſſed ſeve- 
ral 2uarts, even more at that one time, than 
ſhe had done of ſome Months before 3. and when 
they returnd to Worceſter, which was within a 
few days, ſhe run out of the Boat her ſelf to her 
Father without any help, when ſhe had not been 
able ſo much as to ſtand of a year or two be- 
fore. To be ſhort, wathont any other help, 
ſhe was perfe&ly cured of her Tympanitts, and 

- now a'7 all, Slender, Healthy Woman as any 

now. 
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[ have mentioned this thing, becauſe I find it 
not any where taken notice of, and may be of 
ſervice to others. Nay, I am told that a cer- 
tain obſcure Perſon in Herefordſhire has cured 
ſeveral by the ſame Method, to his own great 
Advantage, and withal ſays, that it never once 
failed him. 

'T muſt beg the Zady*s pardon for writing this 
Relation without firſt asking her leave 3 but 
lince I have no other end in it but to ſerve Man- 
kind, I doubt not but I ſhall be eaſily excuſed. 

Helmont poſitively ſays, and as I my ſelf have 
found it true, That Spirit of Sea-Salt which is an 
exalted Acid, 1s a certain Remedy in the Stran- 
gury, which is a Diſtemper generally ſaid to 
proceed from Acids; which if it doth, inſtead 


of being cured, it muſt be highly exaſperated by 


Spirit of Sea-Salt, the contrary of which I have 
frequently experimented. MHelmont ſomewhere 
elſe ſays of it, Eſt namque Acidiſſimus, nec fobs 
par babet remedium- extinguendts ardoribus Urine, 
etiam preſente in Veſica Calculo. 

I remember that not long ſince an Eminent 
Phy/zcian fold me, That bare Juice of Limons 
would ſooner take off the Heat of Urine in Peo- 
ple that are, as we commonly call it, Clapp'd, 
than Emul/zons, or any of the things common- 
ly uſed : which ſince I have found true; and 


-have alſo found that the Urine of ſuch Perſons 


abounds more with Yolatile Alkalious Salt, than 
that of ſound People : Upon which I have been 


induced to try whether the Acid Spirit of Guaias 


cum, which that Wood affords in large quanti- 


ties, would not be more prevalent in the _— 
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of confirmed Poxes, than the bare Infuſion or De- 
 cofion of the ſaid Wood; the which in:conjundgi. 
on with Cinnaber of Antimony, or common Cin- 
1aber, and Gum Guaiaci, or elſe with the before 
mentioned Tin&ure. of Antimony, | has ſeldom 
failed me in curing the moſt ! confirmed Poxs 
without Salivation. 11. Dig 

I am very apt to believe, that: if- the re@ified 
Acid Spirits, obtainable from moſt, if not. all 
Woods, were made uſe of, they would be found 
to be great Specificks - in molt Diſtempers, - eſpeci- 
ally Chronical ones. £ De: 

[I have great reaſon to believe that re@ified 
Spirit of Aſh, taken for a confiderable time tos 
gether morning and evening'in a proper Vehicle, 
would prove a Nobie Medicine;in gradually waſt- 
ing Stones already formed in-either the Kidney: 
or Bladder. | | . 

And ſince I have mentioned Specificks, I do 
own that it may be rationally enough -obje&- 
ed, That my Doctrine of Acids does mightily 
thwart with that of Specificks,. lince . there are 
many Specificks that are neither Alkahes nor 4- 
cids, yet ſeldom fail of curing Diſtempers, as rae 

. tionally to be ſuppoſed to proceed from Alkalzow 
' Particles abounding, as any whatſoever. | 
- To which I Anſwer, Fhat I have only 
. brought my  DoEtrine of 4c:ds.upon the Stage, 
as a general one, in oppolition-to the general 
.and pernicious Doctrine of Alkalies. For ſhould 
'T.deny the Doctrine of Specificks, I muſt deny 
- matter of fa& z-which is what I ſhall never do ſp 
-Lill 1 am totally deprived of my Reaſon. 


T here 
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There is a little. Herb called Paronychia cum 
Folits Rutaceis, or Whitlow Graſs, with Leaves 
like Rew ; the which the Honourable Mr. Boyle re- 
commends as a Specifick in the King's Evite 
Which Herb I have immerged both in mode- 
rately Acid and Alkalious Liquors, yet could not 
perceive any Zudus or Efferveſcency ;, yet Ihave 
known it do wonders in the forementioned Diſ- 
temper, and that without having the leaſt ſex- 
fable Operation : I ſhall inſtance in one particu- 
lar. 
A poor Woman in Worceſter having one only 
Child of about Ten Years of Age, who by Wea- 
ving of Bone-lace maintained both her Mother 
and her ſelf: The other of the Child came one 
day..to me, making a great complaint that ſhe 
was undone : I asked her the cauſe of her com-

*-1mparting either Taſte or Colour to the Water ;

Likewiſe Crocus Metallorum, and ſome other 
Preparations of Antimony, being barely infuſed 
in Wine, without loſing the leaſt Grain of 
their Weight, or imparting either Smell, Taſte, 
or Colour, to the Wine in which they are infuſed, 
yet never fail of giving the Wine a violently 
Emettick Quality, 1 my ſelf have at ſeveral 
times poured above Twenty Quarts of Canary 


npon one 21d the ſame Ounce of Crocus Metal-i

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was as violently Emettick as the firſt; altho at- 
ter. nice trial, I could not find that the Poude! 
was diminiſhed one Grain in its Wezght, or had, 
2s is before obſerved, cauſed the leaſt ſenlible 
Alteration in the W:ne. | | 

The Cortex, that Noble Specifick in all Inter- 
mitting Fevers, I don't apprehend to pertorm its 
office as it is either an Alkaly or Acid ; tho be- 
ing mix'd with Acids, it performs its work 
much better than without them. _ 

It is a general Complaint againſt that Noble 
Medicine, and is the only occaſion of deterring 
ſome people from the uſe of it, That .being'gi- 
ven in never ſo large quantities, eſpecially in 
Ouartans, it only puts off the Fir for a time, 
but does not totally eradicate the Diſtemper, it 
returning after a certain period of time. To 
obviate which Inconvenience, I have been advi- 
ſd to give it after the following manner, which 
ſeldom or never fails of preventing the return 
of the Diſtemper. |

By this Method, I have known Three or Four 
Ounces of the Cortex pertedtly cure Quartans 
without any Relapſe, after People have taken a 
Pound or more after the common Method, which 
has only put by the Fits for a time. | 

The Reaſons, as I apprehend, why this me- 
thod of giving the Cortex ſhould be more pre- 
valent than that commonly taken, are; the Par- 
ticles of the Cortex being very firm, the edi- 
cine being taken, and the Patient faſting three or 
four Hours aiter it, 1t ſlides out of the Stomach 
- Into the ſmall Guts, and ſo on; the ſmall Gut: 
being empty, there is not preſſure enough to 
{queeze but a very ſmall quantity of it into the

As a confirmation of the truth of what I have

is it for us who live in a learned and inquiſitive

People altogether as ignorant, 
- The Phy/icians of Europe are not arrived to ſo

of Agues ; and who may we thank for that, but 
the poor Indians, who imparted to us the uſe of 
their famous Bark ? 

From whom had Hippocrates, that Father of 
Phy/icians, his Skill, but by colleFing the common 
Obſervations ? the which only it was that made 
him ſo very famous throughout the World. Bur 
the State of Nature being in a great meaſure al- 
tered in that long traCt of time ſince he lived, 


 and' the difference of our Climate from that 


wherein he lived, makes that his Obſervations

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we will arrive-to. any certainty+in our ifrt,; we 
muſt make nice Obſervations-of Qur own..:; - -; 
Helmont.'in- his Treatiſe of Fevers ſays, Qwil- 
que Artificum facit,, quod promittit, Statuariue nem- 
pe. Statuam, Calcearius Calceos maubie parat, ſolu 
autem Medicus nil audet ex arte ſpondere ſu, quia 
nititur Fundamentis incertis,. per." accidens; dun- 
taxat, ſubinde, atque dolpſe proficuus, Which in 
Engliſh is, That there is a certainty in all Pro- 
fuſs but that of a Phy/1cian; - and It is altoge- 
ther our own Faults, for want of due Obſerva- 
tion, that we a& upon ſuch Uncertainties. as we 
do. - þ ; Va 
But to return to the buſineſs.of Acids ;, What 
reat benefit does Mankind in general receive 
rom Mineral Spring-Waters ? All of which are 
allowed to be Acids ; and according tothe git- 
ference of the Acid contained in them,', they 
have different Operations. Some of them, as 
Adon, Epſome, Dullidge, Xorthall, &c, abound- 
ing with Aluminous, as well as YVitreolick Particles, 
work by Stool. Others, as Tunbridge, :Aftrop, 
Ilmington, &c. abounding with Yitrioleck Parti. 
cles only, are Alteratives, and are generally. car- 
ried off by Urine, The Bath-Waters, abound- 
ing with Nitro-Sulpbureous Particles, have a dif- 
ferent Operation from any. of the tormer, . but 
are generally carried aff by Urine, tho ſome- 

times by Sweat. 
There is ſcarce a Perſon labouring under any 
Cbronical Diftemper, or ill babit of Body, (whoſe 
Fortune or Buſineſs will permit them) but at 
the proper Seaſon are ſent to one of the fore- 
mentioned Places ; and I verily believe, .to our 
no 
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great Credit, that more People are freed from 
nic Diſtempers by the uſe of, Mineral Wa- 
thrs,. than-by all other. Preſcriptions : Though 1 
am very well ſatisfied that Mineral Waters, not 
being properly taken, do frequently a great 


deal of Miſchief. 


Beſides the ſervice done to Mankind by drink-. 
ing of Afineral Waters, what advantage does 
accrue to many People labouring under ſome ſort 
of Nervous Diſtempers, &c. by meerly Bathing 
themſelves in the Nitro-Sulphurcous Hot Baths ? 
[But this ought to be well obſerved, that the 
bathing in the Hot-Baths is only ſerviceable to. 


| thoſe People whoſe Nerves are contracted; but 


in all Caſes where the Parts are relaxed, the ba- 
thing in bot Baths is highly pernicious. 

..There is alſo a new way of Sweating by 
the means of the Yolatile Acid. Steams. ariſing 
from the evaporating Brine, in the making of 
Salt at our Engliſh Salt-pits, lately invented by 


| Mr. Henry Hodges of Droyt-Wych in Worceſter- 
frire, by the means of which ſeveral very great 


things have been done, even in caſes where the 
Bath, Common Hummums and Bagnios have 
proved altogether ineffetual. -I am ſorry that 
Iam at a place where I cannot procure a num- 
ber of Experiments to inſert in this place, which 
might be of ſervice to Mankind - but to ſupply 
the place of them, I ſhall add ſomething done 
In a little Bathing-Houſe 1 erected of my own, 
wherein I imitated, if not outdid the way 
of ſweating at Droyt-Wych; but my many Avo- 
cations hindred me from the proſecuting of it. 


I 
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I procured a quantity of the Yirgin Salt from 
the Salt-Rock in Cheſhire ; and, asT had occaſion, 
1 diſſolved a convenient quantity. of it 'in Spring- 
Water, making a Brine as ftrong as that obtaina- 
ble from the Brine-Pirs; with this Brine 1 filled 
2 large Iron Pot, which had, Pipes 'of Wood went 
from it to a little Room over-head, made conve- 
nient for People toſweat in: Under my PorT 
made a fire, which both warmed the Room, and 
made the Brine to boil z and from the bozling 
Brine aroſe ſuch quantities of Steams as filled my 
_ F2om, which, when it was warmed and full of 

\ſteams, was fit for uſe : I had, beſide the large 
Pipes which ſupplied the whole Room, ſeveral o- 
thers of different lengths, by the means of which 
[ more forcibly conveyed the Steams to any par- 
ticular part. By this way of Sweating, I have 
knowa a Gentlewoman Cured, as was alſo one 
at Droyt-MWych, of an Inveterate Leproſy, which 
had eluded rhe Efficacy of all other Adedicimes and 
Baths, It rarely failed taking off the moſt vio- 
lent Old Aches and Pains. In all Relaxations of 
the Nerves and Tendons, I have never met with 
any thing comparable to it. To be ſhort, I found 
it as good as the Bath in moſt things, and in ma- 
ny out-didit; and I believe Mr. Hodges, com- 
puting the time he h1s uſed the way of Sweating 
at his Brine-Pits, and the number of People he 
has had, can produce a greater Catalogue, and 
more conſiderable Cures wrought, than hath 
been at the Bath. 


[But here it may fairly be objed&ed, that I al- 
low the bathing in Hot-Baths to be only _ 
ceable 
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cedble where the Parts are contra&ed,. and per- 
nicious where they are relaxed. . Yet Icommend 
the batbing in theſe Hot Steams, tobe of admira- 
ble-uſe where: the parts are relaxed- in which 
there-ſeems to be a plain Contradicion.. _ 

.. To which I anſwer.. That during the time 
that .People are. .incompaſled. in the Steams and 
ſweating, there .is. a Univerſal Relaxation: of all 
_ theParts ; but the Steams proceeding from the 

Diſſolution of the Yirgin Salt, being full of Yo 
latile Acid Particles, the parts being greatly re- 
laxed in Sweating, are capable of receiving the 
faid Particles into them, and by the means of 
'them, as ſoon as the Sweating is over, they re- 
gain a greater Vigour and Contradion.] 3 


....I hope by the means. of Experimental Philoſo- 

-phy, ſo happily begun. and, encouraged by that 
admirable and never ſufficiently. to be. valued 
Mr. Boyle, to ſee the Art of Phy/ick arrive to as 
great Certainty and Perfei#ion as other Arts and 
Sciences are arrived to. For, asI before obſery- 
ed, by Chymically Analyzing the Blood and Fuzces, 
both in their natural and morbid ſtates, we may 

arrive to ſome. certainty in the Knowledg of the 
Cauſe of Diſtempers,which Iam afraid we havehi- 
therto been greatly ignorant of; and when once 
the Cauſes of Diſtempers are throughly known, 
the Cure of them will be no difficult matter. 


- I ſhall conclude in the Words of that Induſtri- 
ous Philoſopher by the Fire, Helmont, in his Trea-

- Acid,” I ſuppoſe, did firſt derive its name 
from! Acaid, an Arabian Word for Acetum, Vi- 
negar, which is the moſt common and known 
Arid ;. and therefore all things of the ſame Tafte 
and Nature with Yinegar,are Acids : ſuch are the 
Fuices of moſt Fruits and Plants in their Natural 
fate, and unfermented ; tho all fermented YVege- 
table Fuices do after Fermentation retain ſome- 
thing of their priſtine Acidity, tho not in ſo 
eminent a degree. But every body knows that 
all fermented Juices, ſuch as all ſorts of Wine, 
Ale, Beer, &c. let them be preſerved with ne- 
ver ſo much care, will at laſt return to their 
priſtine ſtate of Acidity. All Metalline Sulpburs 
are to be ranged amongſt the Number of Acids, 
they being nothing but a Congeſtion of dc:d 
Particles.

Bottoms of. the- Feet, I. have' experimentally 
found to be of extraordinary-uſe in ſome very: 
burning Fevers : I have likewiſe my- ſelf (before: 
I-had found out a more certain. Remedy) ſome- 
times made uſe of .it with good ſucceſs in great 
Bleedings at the Noſe, by dipping a Spunge in 
good ſtrong Yinegar, and applying it to the 
Scrotum. I have alſo known it with. good ſuc- 
ceſs to have been made uſe of by poor people, 
in ſtinking old Ulcers. From all which it ap- 
pears, that being externally applied, it's no 
Cauſtick, and will make no Ulcer, but on the 
contrary; will cure Ulcers, eaſe Pain, &'c. 
Now we have ſeen ſome of its good EffeQs, 
being externally applied; let's ſee what it will 
do, being internally taken. 

In the firſt place I ſhall mention an Account 
given of it by the Ingenious Dr. Baynard : He 
ſays that he was called in to a Perſon who had a 
Total Suppreſſion of Urine; under which he had 
laboured ſome conſiderable time; and that feve- 
ral things had in vain been given him ; he im- 
mediately gave him a large Draught of Yinegar, 
which ſoon made him to piſs freely 35 and by 
repeating of it two or. three times; he was per» 
fealy freed from his Indiſpoſition.

-1 am alſo moſt creditably inform'd, That 
Dr. Bently, a late famous Phyſician in Cheſhire; 
wholived to almoſt a Hundred Years of Ape, - had 
ſuch wonderful Succeſs in Fevers, that he acquir'd 
the Name of the Fever- Dodor, and that his Me- 
dicine was nothing elſe but theDecoction of a cer- 
tain Herb well acidulated with the Spirit of 
a Noble ,4cid, which 1 am obliged not to reveal. 
. A Worthy Lady, whoſe Name l muſt not men- 
tion, has aſſured me, That ſhe has brought in 
the uſe of Yinegar, or Verjuice Poſſet-drink, a- 
mongſt. her poor Nerghbours in the Country 
where ſhe lives.in the Small- Pox ; and where that 
has been uſed from the beginning, ſhe has ſcarce 
obſery?d any one to die or be disfigured; which is 
agreeable to what I obſerve in my Eſſay, p. 24.

I have likewiſe often obſerved, that three or 
four Spoonfuls of Vinegar will immediately check 
the moſt violent Yomitings, occaſioned by the 
taking of ſome harſh 4utimonral Medicines, | 
. A great many other good gual:tres hath {imple 
Vinegar internally taken, and externally applied 
(beſides its being a good Menſtruum) that I 
think not fit here to enumerate. 


. FSome few Months ſince meeting with a Trea- 
tiſe of the P;ague, written by one Xemp a Maſter 
of Arts (in all appearance a Fudicious, Honeſt 
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Man) and there finding a very large Encomiun/ 


of Vinegar, I could not forbear inſerting it in 
this place. I ſhall not tranſcribe all he faith 
of it, by reaſon that would take up too much 
room, but only what is moſt material. 

In the Works of ſeveral Phy/zcians (ſays Ho« 
neſt Mr. Xemp) there is often mention made 
of taking Yrmegar, as it were by the by, in a 
ſmall inconſiderable quantity, not for its own 
ſake, but with other Medicines, as if it were 


only a thing to help them down the better, and 


make them palatable: they will tell you that 
Vinegar is good with Cucumbers, and gives 4a 
plealing reliſh to a Sallet ; whereas in truth net- 
ther the one nor the other are good without 
the Vinegar. It is a thing which 1s not only 
wholeſom in 1t ſelf, but alſo makes other things 
wholeſom, and takes away their Hurtfulneſs. 


When you ſpeak of this /angular Liquor, away 


with cold Commendations, which argue ra- 
ther a willingneſs to diſpraife, than a rea- 
dineſs to commend : If it did whet ones Writ as 
much as ſharpen ones Stomach, there could nothing 
dull or flat be ſpoken of it. It is Food and Phy- 
ſock, Meat and Medicine, Drink and Julep, Cor- 
dialand Antidote. Did you formerly taſte it but 
as common Sauce 2 Do you now eat it as 4 com- 
mon Remedy, When you are well, it is a Preſer- 
vative from Sickneſs ; when you are /ck, it is 4 
Reſtorative to Health. *Tis like Apparel, which 
| you put on, not only for Comelineſs to hide 
Shame, but alſo for Warmth to keep out Cold. 
*Tis like the Swords which the Gallants wear, 
not only for Ornament when they walk, bur al- 
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| for Defence, to fright a Thief when they tra- 


vel, and ſlay an Enemy when they fight. *Tis Re- 
k/b for Sauce, *tis Sauce for Meat, *tis Medicine 
for Diſeaſes, *tis Cordial for the Heart ; and not 
only a Cordial for the Spirits, but an Antidote 
againſt Poiſon z not only an Antidote againſt 
Poiſon, but againſt the Plague, the chief of 
Poiſons : So Vinegar 1s the Chief of Antidotes, 
as the Sword is the King of Weapons, | 
If you conſider the Plague as ariſing from 
the Corruption of the Humours (as indeed it is 
the ſupream and higheſt degree of PutrefaFion) 
you may alſo take notice that nothing reſiſts it 


more. ?Tis Yinegar that keeps Fiſh, as Salmon, 


0iſters, and the like (which otherwiſe would 
ſoon corrupt) from Rottenneſs and Stinking : and 
if it would not do ſo much for Fleſh, why hath 
it been ſo much uſed for the embalming of. Dead 
Corps ? nay it doth not only preſerve, but reco- 
ver Fleſh from Corruption. Roaſt ſtinking Meat, 
and baſte it with Yznegar, and it ſhall neither 
offend your Noſe nor Palate. 

If you conſider the Plague as a Poiſon, Vine- 
gar Is an Antidote againſt it. Hence ?tis that 
Phy{zcians, to ſuppreſs and take away the fiery 
Venom of Spurge, Laurel, Mezereon, and other 
Plants, ſteep them in Ynegar, and ſo give them 
fafely to, their Patients ; whereas otherwiſe 
they would kill, and be a worſe Remedy than 
the Diſeaſe. Some have been choakt by eating 
poiſoned Muſhrooms ; but had they raken a 
Draught of Yinegar, they had been out of dan- 
ger.

{ bor and cold; and Celſis faith it is the moſt ef-, 
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feFual Remedy againſt them ; and tells of one 
that was poiſoned by the Sting of an 4ſp, who 
being at ſuch a place where there was no Z:quor, 
and not being able to go to another where any 
might be had, by chance he found a Flagon of 
Vinegar, which he drank all off, and preſently 
recover'd. 

Hath the Plague taken away your Stomach ? 
Vinegar wlll ſtir it up, and get you an Appetite 
unto your Meat. Is your Throat ſcorcht, your 


Tongue black and chopt, and your Mouth ſore ? 


any ordinary Nurſe will tell you the virtue of 
Vinegar to make a Gargariſm, and waſhit. Are 
you like to be choakt with Phlegm ? Syrup. of 
Vinegar is a common Medicine to cut it. Is your 
Brain loaden with Fapors, that you are like one 
in a Lethargy or dead Sleep ? Let ſome YVinegar 
on a bot Iron be ſmoakt under your Noſe, and it 
preſently makes you to awake. Are you pains 
in the Head, and troubled with tedious Watch- 
ing ? Wet a Foſe Cake or Cloth in Vinegar, and 
lay it to your Temples, and you may go to ſleep, 
and take your-reſt. 7 ; 

At laſt he thus concludes. *Tis for the Yir- 
_ tue of Vinegar that I wrote this Book. I would 
be loth to preſent you with a Glow-worm it- 
ſtead of a Diamond; or put a Bulruſh inſtead 0 
a Spear into your Hand, when you are to fight 
with ſuch an Znemy. Imagine well, and think 
highly of this 2dedicine. I value my own Lifes 
much as another doth his : I had rather take 
Finegar alone than many other, nay than any 
other ſingle 7edicine without it. Deſpiſe if 
not, becauſe 1t 1s eaſy to be had ; neither __ 
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be contemned,- becauſe familiar. It is the more 
excellent, becauſe common : ; the more precious, 
becauſe cheap - the Virtues of it are ſo many, 
that they will hardly be believed ; and there- 
fore the greater, becauſe incredible. 

This plain Aedicine cannot be ſufficiently 
recommended for the uſe of poor People, eſpe- 


| clally in inflammatory Diſeaſes, in moſt of which 


it has ſcarce a fellow ; for which cauſe I have 
tranſcribed what this boneſ# Man has fad about

The next thing I ſhall do, will be to compare 
Arſnick, as the higheſt and molt exalted Alkaly, 

with Oz of Vitriol, the moſt exalted Acid. 

As for the external uſe of Arſnick, 1 know 
nothing of it experimentally ; bur ic being a thing 
of that pernicious conſequence internally taken, 


 Iſuppoſe it can have no very friendly operation 


externally applied. 

Internally taken, it cauſeth the moſt enormous 
Vomitings and Convulſi ons of the Stomach, cold 
Sweats, Palpitations of « the Heart, Swoonings, 
moſt violent Thirſt ;, and in general, ſeems to 
be a dire& Enemy to Life, which in a ſhort time 
It fails not to deſtroy. All which effects ig will 
not fail to have, given in never ſo ſmall a quan- 
tity. And all thoſe people who have been fo. 
vain as to pretend-to correct the Poiſonous, YVe- 


 nomous Quality of Arſnick, fo as to convert it 


into a good and ſafe Medicine, have attempted

the Cauſe of all thoſe dreadful Symptoms that 
attend thoſe people who are ſo unhappy as to 
take Ir, 1 ſhall inſert a Relation made to me by 
Mr. Payne an Apothecary of Brentford, on Sa- 
turday, Feb. 16. which was as follows : 
' A certain Young Woman of Brentford having 
taken a very large quantity of Arſnick (as he

It be- 
mg mixed with Honey of Roſes, is one of the beſt 
Medicines that perhaps is known for the Scurvy 
inthe Gums, breeding Fleſh where it is wanting,

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and faſtening the Teeth. Being mixed with 
Spring-water and Brandy, of each equal parts, 
to a moderate Acidity, is no deſpicable Me- 
'dicine, in giving eafe in the inoſt Tormenting 
Pains of the Gout, the Part being fomented 
with it night and morning. I may be almoſt 
poſitive, that the Medicine uſed by the Ingeni- 
| ous Swiſs Gentlemen who now relide in this City, 
| andare become ſo deſervedly famous, is nothing 
| elſe but a mxture of O!] of Yitriol with a certain 
| Oleaginous Body, in due proportion. The ſame 
Mederine is alſo uſed and ſold by Mr. Fi/her, 
Chirurgeon in Alderſgate-ſtreet ; Which Medi- 
cine rarely fails giving immediate Eaſe in the 
moſt tormenting Pains of the Gout, Which 1s 
a Confirmation of the Truth of what I have 
laid in-my Eſſay concerning the Gout, wherein I 
aſſert, that it is not from any Ac:dity in the 
Blood that the Gout is occaſioned, but from Par-

You ſay that the Scurvey is occaſi- 
oned by too great a quantity of Alkalious Par. 
ticles in the Blood, and 1s only cured by Acids, 
If ſo, how comes it to paſs that thoſe people 
that live upon nothing almoſt but highly-ſalted 
Meat, are more troubled with the Scarvey than 
other people, when you own Sea-Salt to be an 


Acid ? | 


Anſwer. 1 own that Seamen, and People who 
live by the Sea-/ade in Marſhy Grounds, who for 
the moſt part live upon ſalt Meat and Fiſh, are 
more troubled with the Scurvey than other peo- 
ple : But this does not proceed from their eat- 
ing a larger quantity of Salt than other people, 
Hut from their eating more Fle/h and Fiſh than 
other people do, which abound with Alkaliow 
Particles, and from the moiſtneſs of the Air a- 
bout them, which hinders their free Perſpiration, 
As for the Sea-Salt, which is in great quantities 
mix'd with their Food, that is all or moſt part 
of 1t ſoon carried off by Urine, and with it 
ſome of the Alkalious ones alſo, and thereby fra- 
meth an Armoniack Salt, which it 1s well known 


the Urine of ſuch Perſons abonnds with ; Now 
what 
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what we call Sal Armoniac, is only. a:mixture of 
yolatile Atkaly and Sea-Salt. But the Pores being 
ſhut. by reaſon of the moiſture of the Ambi- 
ent Air,. the Yolatile Alkaly which ſhould be diſ- 
charged either by inſen/ible Tranſpiration or 
Sweating, being pentin, cauſes all the Symptoms 
complained of by thoſe Perſons, To confirm 
the truth of which, it is well known, that Sea- 
men at Sea, or thoſe people who live in Mar- 
ſhy Grounds, will ſcarce be made to ſweat by the 
moſt violent Labour. Now all people who 
have been ſo curious as to taſte ſweat, do very 
well know that it hath an Alkatlious, and not an 
Acid Tafte - ſo that Sweating, or free Tranſpira- 
tion being hindred, the Blood muſt neceſſarily 
abound with too great a quantity of Alkalious 
Particles 3 all thoſe that ſhould have been dif- 
charged by the Cutaneous Glands being kept in 
it.

Now the Food being 
conveyed into the Stomach, and mixed with the 
Yolatile Acid Liquor of the Glands of the Mouth, 
is by means of the ſaid Yolatile Acid Liquor 
diſſolved, and turned -into a Subſtance fit foy 
the Nutrition of our Bodies; a ſtate of Health 
being ſuppoſed.

Coſtive. 

All which Symptoms I ſhall endeavour to 
prove are occaſioned for want of the Acid Sub- 
ſtance contained in the Stomach, being conveyed 
into the Blood. 


As for the firſt Head, Why people who com- 
plain of an Ac:d:ty in their Stomachs, make more 
Water than thoſe who are deſtitute of it ; the 
Reaſon T judg to be as follows : 

The ſolid Food they eat, inſtead of being con- 
verted into that Yiſcid, White Liquor, we call 
Cbyle onlv, by means of too great a quantity of 
Acid 1s over-attenuated, and converted into a 
Thin Limpid Subſtance, and that in a ſhort time ;

For 
the confirmation of which Opinjon, I have 
diſſected many Animals, always taking care 
before the Operation to gorge them with large 
quantities ot clear Water ; and afterwards have 
diſſeFed them alive : I have found the Stomach 
as yet diſtended with the Water ; but preſling 
the Yeſſels of the Cawl which lead toward 


the Stomach, which being covered over with 


Fat like unto. the ilkey Yeins, were, to my 
no little ſatisfaction, very Turgid : And foraſ. 
much as in a living Body the Pores of the Sto- 
mach and other Paſſages are always more 0- 
pen than in dead ones, where all things are 
flaggy, and fall together, therefore the aid 
Tranſmeation is not at all to be wonder'd at: 
And, which is worth taking notice of, in thok 
Hydropical People 1 have opened, I have always 
found the Cawl either Putrid, Torn, or full of 
Tumours, The following Experiment has. alſo 
much confirmed me in my Opinzon, viz. That 
there are Veſſels to convey Liquid Subſt ances 
from the Stomach, through the Yeſſels of the 
Cawl to the Kidneys.

cured a certain Perſon .of an Omental Rupture ; 
and becauſe a part of the Cawl was alſo cut a- 
way, the Patient, who is yet alive, does great- 
ly complain of a difficulty in making Water; 
and if at any time he drinks any large quantity, 
he percetves a very great Wezght and Pain about 
his Stomach, and is always looſe : hence, in my 
conje&ture, ſome Yefſels which carry the Urine 
right on to the Emulgents, were cut, by which 
means all the Drink he drank was carried into 
the Duodenum, and fo hinders the Fermentation 
that is there performed, and makes all the 
Fibres lax. From all which may be proved, 
that all we drink, and of conſequence all other 
Subſtances made very liquid in the Stomach, do 
not paſs through the Inteſtines to the Ladeal 


Veins, and from thence through the Thoradick 


Duf to the Heart, becauſe the Pylerus Is reflex 
to the Stomach, leſt the Liquid Subſtances con- 

tained in it ſhould ſlide out: It is therefore,cer- 
tain that Liquid Subſtances lying at the bottom 
of the Stomach, do paſs through it in that part 
which is joined to the Cam]: and if theſe Yeſſels, 
or the Cawl it ſelf, are either lacerated, broken, 
putrified, or obſtruFed with Oedematous Tumors, 
It neceſſarily follows that the Ziquid Subſtances 
contained in the Stomach, muſt be let fall into 
the Cavity of the Abdomen, and ſo a Dropſy is 
cauſed. Burt being free from any ſach diſorder, 
Liquid Subſtances muſt freely paſs through them 
tothe K:dneys, and ſo to the Bladder.

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vations, as .Sir George Ent, Charlton Waldſ- 
miedght, &c.. but tnis one 1s I think ſufficient. 

From this Do@rine may very. g1eat Conſolation 
be afforded to People labouring under the Stone 
in the Kidaeys and Bladder , and. Induſtrious 
Phyſicians need not defpair of finding out ſuch 
* Medicines as will Diſſolve or Break to pieces 
Stones contained in either of thoſe parts. One 
great reaſon I verily believe that has hindred 
Perſons from making diligent ſearch after ſuch 
Medicines, has been from a ſuppoſition that 
ſcarce any Medicine could retain its Y:irtue, but 
muſt be in great meaſure, or altogether deſtroy- 
ed by the many Alterations it muſt undergo, 
according to the ordinary Laws of Circulation ; 
but were they fully ſatisfied (as there is no rea- 
ſon to the contrary) of this nearer Cut, I ſup- 
pole people would not think the diſſolving Stones 
in the K:dneys and Bladder, fo difficult a Task 
as it hath hitherto been thought to be. 

To prove the Exiſtence of the foreſaid Paſ- 
ſages tor Fluid Subſtances from' the Stomach, 
through the Yeſſels of the Cawl to the. Kianeys, 
and that Medicines may paſs unaltered to the Kid- 
neys and Bladder, I ſhall inſert a couple of Caſes. 

Oue Mr. Bradford, an Eminent Tradeſman of 
Worceſter, ſent to me one Afternoon, deſiring 
me to make all poſſible haſte, for that he was, 
upon the Wrack: When I came to him, I found 
him ina moſt dreadful condition, he not having 
made Water for two Days, and fuch an into- 
lerable Pain in his Back, that he was not. able to 
ſupport himſelf under it.

He ſeveral times fince, occaſion- 
ed by hard Drinking, has been under the ſame 
Circumſtances z and upon taking the ſame AZed:- 
cines. has found immediate Relief, Now had 
theſe Medicines been conveyed from the Stomach

and altho 1 gave her all the Encouragement ima- 
ginable, yet all that I could ſay made but little 
impreſſion vpon her, ſhe ſuppoling her Condition 
to be ſo deplorable, that to expect Delrwerance 
was Fanity in the higheſt degree: however, 
ſhe was at laſt prevailed upon to try what I 
could do for her.

I procured for Her; and ſhe was pleaſed to ſay, 


That it was the moſt Extraordinary Thing She had 
ever ſeen or heard of, to be brought away without 
Cutting or Inſtruments. Any one who doubts the 
Truth of this Relation; may yet ſee the Stone at 
Mrs. Wheathys, who carefully preſerves it : 
The extraordinary Yeracity and Integrity of the 
Perſon is ſuch, that I am ſure ſhe would nottell 
an Untruth to do any Man ſervice. 

I could give ſeveral other Inſtances of this 


nature ; but theſe Two are, I think, ſufficient, 


and a plain Demonſtration that there are Veſſels 
which carry Fluid Subſtances immediately . from 
the Stomach to the Kidneys, without thoſe many 
Circumgyrations, that people generally imagine :

neſs proceeds from the want of a ſufficient quan- 
tity of Acid' Subſtances in the Blood, is this ;

of the Blood : Now the Blood hath never any 
Acid in it; (at leaſt not to abound in it) but 
when people are ina perfe&t ſtate of Health : 
and when' at any time the Blood is deſtitute of a 
ſufficient quantity of Acid Particles, and a- 
bounds too much with Alkalious ones, (which 
argues a Morbid ſtate) as it doth in all thoſe 
people-who have too great a quantity of Acid in 
their Stomachs, which upon experiment any man 
may find to be true, altho at firſt ſight, 1 
confeſs, it looks very like a Paradox. Now 
the Blood being deſtitute of a ſufficient quantity

burn; tho the Heart-burn is as often cured by 
Acids, ſuch as Ol. Vitriol. Dul, &c. as by Alka- 
lies: From whence I conjecture, that the 
Heart-burn alſo may be occaſioned from the 
Blood, which is brought to the Coats of the 
Stomach, abounding with too great a quantity 
of Alkalious, Corroſpve Particles, which may velli- 
cate and contrad the Part. Having in ſhort diſ-. 
patch'd this Head, I ſhall proceed to my Third, 


That thoſe who abound with an Acidity in 
their Stomachs,are for the molt part very Coſtive.- 

From the ſame reaſon that people abounding 
with an Acidity in their Stomachs, are leay, it is

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. ceiver will be ſo, full of the Steams of Brimſtone, 
that when the lighted Match is put into it, it 
will be . immediately extinguiſhed; you muſt 
then ftop the Louth of the Receiver very exatly 
with a wet Cloth, and let the Steams condenſe :

Here 1 ſhall inſert one thing worthy 
of Note, That the Royal Oak wanting Beveridg, 
and being obliged to drink Water only, in a few 
days time they grew very ſickly, and loſt above 
30 men in a month; inſomuch that the men 
themſelves were ſo ſenſible of the advantage 
they had by drinking Beveridg, that they hear- 
tily deſired they might drink nothing elſe but 
Beveridg, and begg'd it wherever they could 
find it. The like experience I had of the 
Eagle, Norfolk, and ſeveral other of our Ships, 
who were always better in health when they 


drank 
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drank Beveridg, than when they drank Wat 
alone, or found Wine and Water. Fiom theſe 
Experiences I adviſed the Captains of each rg. 
ſpeQive Ship, to procure Beveridg for the old. 
mon Drink of-the Men, and the, ucceſs anſwer. 
ed my ExpeRation. |

CHIRURGICUM 


Aving for a long time been much diſ- 
ſatisfied with the common Methods of 
Chirurgeons in the Cure of Recent 
Wounds ; and almoſt every day ob- 


ſerving the Inconwentences that attended thoſe 


People who had occaſion to make uſe of them 3 
therefore for my own ſatisfa&ion, and an- 


kind*s good, I took into Conſzderation, whether 


their 2/cthods were agreeable to Reaſon, and 
the SubjedF upon which they wrought. At laſt I 
was fully fatisfy'd, that their Pra&#ice was moſt 
unreaſonable ; which I ſhall endeavour to e- 


vince, with as much brevity and accuracy as 


the Unſettledneſs of my preſent Condition will 
admit of: which when I have done, I ſhall 
lay down my own Hypothe/zs, which I doubt not 
to confirm both by Reaſon-and matter of fat, 
which is the moſt clear ſort of demonſtration, 
For the well performance of which task, I muſt 
firſt give a ſhort account of Nutrition, without 

i” doing 
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doing of which, my preſent Undertaking will 
be altogether maimed and imperfed?. 

To give an account of the Nutrition of Hy. 
man Bodies, or of other Animals, in ſo clear a 
manner as it ought to be done, I ſhould firſt be- 
gin with the Formation of the Fetus, and its 
| original conſtituent parts, with the manner of its 
Nutrition and Encreaſe before all the parts are 
perfect, and how after, till the time of Birth; 
the performance of which task only, . 1s ſuff- 
cient for a Yolume : Therefore I ſhall content 
my ſelf with giving an account only, how 
what we eat and drink is prepared in the Ste 
mach and other Digeſtions, and ſo made fit 
to ſupply the defe&ts of all the parts of our 
Bodies ; which, tho the moſt hard, continually 
ſuffer both a decreaſe and increaſe ; nay even, In 
the terms of Chirurgeons upon another occaſion, 
loſs of Subſtance, and ſupply of that loſs. | 

The ſolid Food we eat being well chewed in the 
Mouth, 1s there mixed with a Juice contained in 
the Glands,which are in great numbers diſperſed 
all over the Mouth and parts adjacent ; which 
Futrce, being what we call Spittle, is highly im- 
pregnated with a penetrating faline Spirit « a de- 
monſtration of the Truth of which is evident in 
a known and very common Experiment, which is 
as follows. Let a ſmall quantity of Mercury be 
put into a Mortar, fpit upon it, and grind it 
very well with a Peſtle; and the Mercury will 
preſently be (according to the vulgar expreſſion) 
k;lPd. The like to which nothing we know of 
will do, but thoſe things which maniteſtly are 
of a ſaline nature.

- /The Meat, as above, being well chewed, and 
afterwards conveyed into the Stomach, and 
there ' diluted with a proper Vehicle, ' as Wine, 
Ale, &c. (the more generous the better) is, by 
the means of the foreſaid ſpirituous, ſaline Liquor, 
(the heat of the Stomach likewiſe aſliſting) divi- 
ded into ſuch minute Particles, . as conſtitute 


that viſcid Liquor we call Chyle; which Chyle is 
diſcharged out of the Stomach ſo faſt as it is 


made, by means of the Ziver, which conſtantly 
preſſes upon it through the Pylorus into the [1- 
teftinum Duodenum, where, and in the Jejunum, 
it is further attenuated by the intervention of 
the Pancreatick Juice and the Gall ; which; by 
the Fulneſs of the Stomach, are ſqueezed out of 


[thoſe Yeſſels that contain them into the afore- 


faid Guts ; from whence the finer parts of 
which attenuated Liquor, are received into cer- 
fain kind of Yeſſels we call ZadFeal or milky Yeins, 
which are in vaſt numbers inſerted into the afore- 
ſaid Guts : the groſſer part by the Periſtaltick 
motion of the Guts, is carried downwards, to 
be caſt away as Excrement. | 

' Now what is received into the Zageal Yeſſels, 
1s carried on to the common Receptacle of the 
Chyle in the Meſentery ; from whence by a very 
large Veſſel, called the ThoradFick Dud?, into the 
Subclavian Yein; thence, together with the re- 
turning Blood and Lympha, into the Vena Cava, 
and ſo to the right Ventricle of the Heart ; 
whence, by the 5Syſtole or Contradion of the 
Fart, through the Arterial Yen 1nto the Lungs ; 
where, by the Contra1on and Dilatation of the 
Lungs, it is mixed with the Blood, and that y_ 
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of it which is fit for that purpoſe, is there made 
Blood - Thereſt only remains confuſedly mixed 
with it, and is that which 1s made uſe of for the 


Nutrition of the parts, being what we call $e- 


rum. The Blood, as I apprehend, not being at 
all made uſe of for the Nutrition of the parts 
but is that red Subſtance, wherein is containe 
the Brolicnium, or Lamp of Life ; it being to it a 
ſort of Pabulum. wy 
I confeſs ſome People ſay, that Heat and Fire 
proceed from nothing elſe but the parts of at- 
ter being put into violent motion 3 and others, 
that there can be no ſuch thing as a Flame in our 
Blood, becauſe a ſufficient quantity of Air can- 


. not paſs through the Coats of our Yeins and Ar- 
teries, or any other way enter into the Blood to... 


keep that Flame burning ;, ſo that the Hear we 
feel in our Bodies, proceeds from nothing elſe 
but the violent motion of the Blood through the 
Vems and Arteries. * | 

To which I anſwer, that having ſeveral times 
tried, by the moſt v1olent Agitation of many 
fluid Bodies in incloſed Veſſels, 1 could never per- 
ceive the leaſt wdrmtb; nay I have kept Blood as 


it came warm out of the Yezns in continued v1o-- 


lent motion, and inſtead of bindering it has facili- 
tated its cooking, 

But for that Fire, which I judg to be in the 
Blood, I ſuppoſe it quite different from common 
culinary Fire, and burns by quite different means 
and hath a different Pabulum. For it is we] 
known, that Blood by Diſtillation affords bug x 
very little of any ſuch ſubſtance, that will af. 
ford ſupply to common Fire ; and yet from Blygg, 
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but more eſpecially from that Excrement of it 
we call Urine, by a peculiar management; 'may 
be obtained that ſubſtance we call the Phoſphorus, 
which is as much Fire as any thing we know, it 
being ſo inflammable, that unleſs it be :mmerged 
in Water, it preſently conſumes all away in 
Flame. There is an old Maxim, that Nil dat, 
quod in ſe non babet ; which 1s very pertinent 
to'the point in hand : and from whencel infer, 
that if there were not Fire in the Blood aQtually 
before, I cannot underſtand how this moſt fiery 
ſubſtance can be obtained from it. 

'But there ſtill lies a mighty Objed&0n in my 
may, which I ſhall endeavour to clear before I 
200n. The ObjeGion is this; Suppoſe the heat 
of the Body proceeds from this fiery ſubſtance in 


' the Blood, how comes it to paſs, that in many 


caſes, as in Wounds, when matter Is genera- 
img, @c., that the tion of the Blood and beat 
of the Body is greater than at other times, when 
that matter, which enters into the Blood, and 
cauſeth this hurry and diſorder, hath no tendency 
to increaſe the Flame ? | 

To which I anſwer, that tho ſuch Particles 
atring into the Blood, may increaſe the heat 
and 920tion of it ; yet it is not out of any natu- 
m tendency. that they have per ſe, ſo to do: 
jet by accident they may do it, by cauling an 
mteſtine motion or fermentation, whereby the 
Cement of the Blood being looſned, and its Tex- 
tre much ſpoiled, this Flame is then at liberty 
to burn more furiouſly. An inſtance of which 
may be ſeen in common Fire ;, for if the combuſ-

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cloſe together; it will ſcarce burn at all 3. but: 
being laid at a little diſtance, it preſently burns | 


briskly. And if it were not ſomething more than 
meer motion a little excited, which is the cauſe 
of Fevers, I cannot underſtand how a very fat 
Perſon 1n a violent Fever, ſhould in a very few 
days be reduced to almoſt nothing but Skin and 
Bones, when the vi/able Evacuations of Urine and 


Stool are generally leſs than at other times; , 


which frequently happens. Now it is wel. 
known, that no. Liquors will ferment, but thoſe 
which manifeſtly abound with fiery Particles, 


as all ſorts of vinous Liquors ; and the ſtronger 


all ſuch Ziquors, the more readily they fer- 
ment. 

The confuſed mixture of Blood and Serum. (] 
ſtick not to call ita confuſed one, by reaſon thay 
with good Glaſſes the Blood may be ſeen floating 
in the Serum, in the form of ſmall Globules) 
carried back from the Lungs by the venal Artery 
into the left YVentricle of the Heart, and from 
thence protruded by means of the great Artery, 
which is immediately divided into a great many 
branches, to all parts of the Body, even the moſt 
minute; the Bones themſelves not being defti- 
tute of Arteries to bring this mixture to them 
ior their Nutrition, and Veins to carry back 
what is ſuperfluous, 

The manner of Nutrition I conjecture to be 
as follows. The Arterics, which, as is betorc 
obſerved, at their Origine are very large, are at 
laſt divided into an almoſt ;nnumerable company 
of ſmall Branches, even ſo ſmall, that the bej 
Glaſſes will ſcarce diſcover them to us. At the

ſenſible Tranſpiration, And Santtorius, that fa- 
mous Roman Phyſician, in his nice Experiments 


| obſerves, that we waſte more every day by - 


ſenſible Tranſpiration through the Pores, than by 
the vi/ible, ſenſible Ewvacuations of Urine and 
Stool, The waſte which &s made by inſen/;ble 
Tranſpiration, is repaired by the Homogeneous 
part of that Ziquor contained in the Arteries, 
commonly called Serum ; which Serum is adapt- 
ed. or made fit by the Pores of the parts it is 
brought to, to be applied to ſuch places where 
there is any waſte, But how the parts of matter 
are modified and adapted ſo as to conſtitute a Body, 
Ithink it would be arrogance in me to pretend 


to define ; but that Bodies of very different na- 


tures may, and do receive nutrition and increaſe 
from one and the ſame ſubſtance, which in it 
lf ſeems to be /zmple and Homogene, the fol- 
lowing Experiments (the one a common one, 
and known to every body, the other two made 
by two of the greateſt 24en theſe laſt Ages have 
afforded, viz. Helmont and Boyle) will, 1 ſup- 
poſe, clearly demonſtrate.

. when once:they can be informed. of a better and 
more certain 7dethod. 

To give an account of. the Aethods I uſe-in

AS whena Wound had been long received, 
and had had other Applications.to it before mine, 
the Weund my inflamed, and the parts adjacent 
much ſwelled, and ſo by conſequence the Party 
in great pain; thele Symptoms altogether have 
been totally. taken off in twenty four, or forty eight 
Hours at fartheſt ; and many times in ſuch 
Caſes, the greateſt Pan taken off in a few minutes, | 
But they never have been the cauſe of pain, 
ſwelling, -or inflammation; which by the way is 
a. certain argument they are no Cauſticks, as 
ſome Men maliciouſly and falſly report. 

Fourtbly, There has never- any ſuch thing as 

a Fever, letthe Wound be either imternal or exter« 
- #141, attended;any of thoſe People who have made 
uſe of 'my Medicines ſoon after they have been 
wounded ; but ſeveral who have been il3I managed 
before, and have been thrown into violent Fe- 
vers, have in twenty four hours, by the uſe of 
my Medicines, been totally freed from them, 
and that without Blood-letting, or - abſtaining 
from the eating: of Fleſh, or drinking of Wine ;

Suppuration, 
to cauſe a diſcharge of extraneous Bodies, as pic- 
ces -of Clothes, Spiinters of Bones, ©c, . which 
for the moſt part are Jodged in Gun-ſhot Wounds ? 

To which I anſwer, That, the foreſaid watry 
Liquor being continually diſcharged out. of ſuch 
Wounds, and the parts adjacent not being ſwelPd, 
as they never are ſo as to cloſe up the Orifice of the 
Wounds ; by the means of the ſaid. L:quor they 
are brought away without any hazard or trouble, 
and for the moſt part without any pazn:at all, 


[eſpecially if of a paſſable bigneſs 3. if not, the 


Orifice muſt be dilated to make way far them, 
And as for that Slough which ſome people maks 
ſo great a noiſe about, it is alſo by the means of 
the ſaid Ziquor, brought away without. any .d:- 
geſtion, the Slough, as they call it, being nothing 
elſe but a complication of torn and broken Fibyes 
lodged about the ſides of the Mound.

ing managed according to my Methods,” in a 
little above a week's time was perfectly well, py 
never felt any pain from the beginning. +

who preſently returned and told Sir. Bevil, that 
he was a dead Man, and all the World could not 
fave him ; for that he had no. ſooner thruſt his 
Probe into the Mound; but that it was beaten 
back again: by the Pulſation of his Heart : he 
likewiſe told the ſame to Mr. Milly Chirurgeon to 
the Regiment of Colonel Selwin, and. to ſeveral 
others; but withal, in a- ridiculing manner, he 
faid, that they might ſend for. their famous 
Do&or, meaning me, and it he could cure him, 
he would then fight Duels every day : I was ſent 
for , but being ill could not go ; ſol ſent 
Mr. Chomly, who notwithſtanding his ill Cir- 
cumſtauces, and being animated by what he had 
before ſeen, was not afraid to take him into his 
care ;' tho the Symptoms that attended him were 
as bad as bad conld be, and-he alive. He had 
great Convulſzons, ſhortneſs of Breath, a great 
Load upon his Diaphragme, and a great quantity 
of ſpumous Blood guſhed out at the Orifice of his 
Wound, together with fuch a Blaſt of Air, that

At 
the end of which time Mr. Zane ſent me word, 
that he could lie upon the wonnded Part with-

But on the moyrow in the Evening there came to 
him between twenty. and thirty Chirurgeons, who

down they fell upon the Ground, where they 
continued ſtrugling for a conſiderable time, . the 
Sword being ſtill in Mr. Fletcher's Thigh : but 
Company coming, in, they parted them, and pul- 
led out the Sword, and ſent for Mr. Chomly to 
take care of him ; who, when he came, found 
the. Orifices on each ſide, at leaſt three Inches 
long, and very wide; from which proceeded a 
very great, Flux of Blood.

| R. Poole, a private Gentleman, in the. 

Honourable Brigadier Lumley's Regiment, 
in the Troop of Captain Billingſly, was near his 
Majeſty's Quarters at Roſebeck, with a Sword run 
into the Stomach: he had immediately a very 
great Flux of Blood, both at the Wound, and at 
his 2-outh ; but that at his ſouth was by much. 
the greateſt. Several of the Servants belong- 


ing to his Majeſty, who ſaw him bleeding, do 


poſitiyely declare, that according to the moſt 


modeſt computation, he at both places loſt two 


Field-meaſures, -which is four Engliſh Quarts of 
Blood, before my People came to him. He was 
<gvul/ve to ſuch a degree,that all who ſaw him, 
thought it impoſſible for him to live an hour : 


but my Medicines being uſed according to the 


uſual Aethod, the Flux of Blood immediately 
ſtopped ; and he, as almoſt all my Patients have 
done, declared that within a mute or two af- 


ter he had taken the Tin&ure, he found himſelf 


refreſhed and revived beyond expreſlion ; and 
preſently his Convul/zons left him, and that 
Night he ſlept very well. On the morrow a 
Rumor, by whom raiſed I know not, was ſpread 
about the Court, that he was dead ; but my 
friend Mr. Sell, a Page of the Back-ſtairs to His

'. Collingwood, had with a broad Sword, his 
Sternum or Breaſt-bone divided ; the Sword. like= 
wiſe paſſed on into the Body of his Lungs. From 
the N/ound ruſhed forth ſuch a vaſt' Puantity of 
Blood and Air together, that Mr. Chomly decla- 


red, that he could ſcarce with his X/and keep on

M* Wright, a Quarter-maſter, in the Regi- 


ment of Colonel Langton, was with a 
Sword run in juſt below the right Arm-pit ;, the 
Sword paſſed in through the middle of the Zungs 
about ten Inches. He had immediately a great 
Flux of Blood, both at the Wound and at his 
Mouth, with a great ſhortneſs of Breath, and 
violent Convul/ions. Lieutenant Colonel Morton 
being at hand, and having ſome of my Medi- 
cines by him, ſent his Man for them ; which 
when he had brought, he gave him Directions 
how to apply the external, and to give the 5x- 
ternal one. The Colonel told me afterwards, 
that he never before ſaw ſo ſudden, -and fo 


great an Alteration in any one in his whole Life : 


For that juſt before he took the TinFure, he had 
ſuch violent Convul/ions, and ſuch a ſhortneſs of 
Breath, that himſelf and all that ſaw him, 


| thought him near expiring ; but in a few mi- 


nutes after he had taken it, thoſe Symptoms to- 
tally left him. But the poor Gentleman fearing 
that ſomething might be omitted, he ſent for 
me; but I being at that time otherwiſe buſy, 
ſent Mr. Chomly and Mr. Hamſtead to him, who 
found that every thing was well: but for ſecu- 


rity ſake, Mr. Hamſtead ſtayed that Night with 


him, and in the Morning he brought me word, 
that for the firſt part of the Night he was _ 
wit 
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what reſtleſs; but about two a Clock he began 
_ to ſleep, and. continued ſleeping till he came a. 
way. That DayI went to viſit him, and found 
him ina very good condition, free from a Fe. 
ver, Or any diſorder in or about bis Wound, on- 
ly ſpit Blood a little, which, I ſuppoſe, was oc- 
caſioned by a Cough he had upon him for ſevey 
Tears before, Which being vjolent, beſides the or- 
dinary 4/otion of his Lungs, muſt neceſſarily much 
impede the healing of them when wounded : 

Notwithſtanding which, in four or five days he 

was able to walk abroad, being very well, only 

weak with the great Zoſs of Blood. Six Weeks

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Lord, he told me of the Accident, and withaldeſi- 
red me to take care of the Man : Accordingly, 
about ne a Clock 1n the Evening, I went to his 
Tent, and there ſent for Mr. Willy ; who when 
he came, told me, that the Man's Hand, by 
the common Methods, could not be ſaved ; bur 
if I could doit, he would then ſtand my Friend 
againſt all my Oppoſers'-'So I requeſted him to 
pull of his Dreſſings, #hich were only Pledgets 
of dry Tow; which when he had done, Mr. 
Chomly applied my external Aedicime, and gave 
him the TinGure in a large Dranght of Old-bock. 
His Hand and 4rm were much ſwelled and in- 
flamed, and he in moſt intolerable Pain. On 
the Morrow ] went again to ſee him, and found 
both Swelling and Inflammation gone, and he 
at eaſe, About four Days after Mr. Chomly o- 
pened the Wound again, to make a freſh Dreſ- 
fng, which we found in a very good Condition, 
and not in the leaſt digeſted, or brought to 
Suppuration z but a thin, ſerous Matter, a little 
tinged with Redneſs, which I ſuppoſe to be diſ- 
charged out of the Glands and lymphatick Veſſels, 
came away, which when it had lain ſome time 


upon the Dreſſings, was ſubje& to ſtink ; but 


that which came freſh out of the Mound, was 
as ſweet as a Roſe - This Subſtance was quite dif= 
ferent from what we call Gleet. The next time 
it was dreſt, it looked better than before, and 
he could begin a little to ſtir his Fingers; at this 
Dreſſmg (his Comrade next to be mentioned, be- 
ing alſo then dreſſed) a great many Gentlemen 
and Chirurgeons out of Curioſity, were by, who 
all declared they never ſaw any Mounds look - 
we 
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- well in their lives; and then;this Man could gir 
all his Fingers. Within a few Days the Army 


beganto march, and he marched every Day of 


the long March an Foot, unleſs it were the firſt 
Day, when I got leave for him, and his Cop 
rade in Afli#1on, to ride three or four Miles: Be. 
fore we came-to the end of the long March, 
he told me, that he could lay the wounded 
Hand upon the Back of #Horſe of fifteen Hands 
high, and without any other aſliſtance, leap 
up upon his Back, He had at ſeveral times, 
at leaſt fifty ſmall pieces of Bones came away; 
and after they were all diſcharged, his Hand 
was ſuddenly well.

A Nother Soldier of the ſame. Regiment was 

at the ſame time with the forementi- 
oned Perſon, wounded in three places of his Body. 
. He had two Bullets, at about an Inch and half 
diſtance, entered about the middle of his Back 
on the right ſide, and were cut out by Mr. Willy 
about ſeven Inches from their Or:fices on the ſame 
fide.

Mr. Chomly 
applied my external Medicine, and gave him 
the TinFure, which, according to the uſual 
Cuſtom, was repeated once in five or /3x Hours. 
His Pain and Fever laſted about' thirty Hours, 
when they both left him, and in'three. or four 
Days he walked abroad. When he'was next 
dreſs'd, which was 'about four Days diſtance 
from the firſt Dreſſing, the twofirſt mentioned 
Wounds looked very well, but the /a/# not {ſo well.

upon: the Skull about four Inghes. By the Order 
of His Majeſty, I went. to;ctake: care: of himz 
when I cane to-him, I, found, that he had; been 
dreſsd by: the Chirurgeon. of. the. ſaid Regimen, 
whom I ſent; for to pull off! his Dreſſings, which

I believe, it had done art all, 
However, to be ſerviceable to an honeſt Gentle- 
mann diſtreſs, in any manner that I could, I pre- 
pared my external Medicine, which Mr. Hal ap- 
plied 3 then 1 ordered the Ligature to be undone, 
and the Flood ſeemed- to be ſtopped : but in a 
##mute's time, of thereabouts, a ſmall quantity 
6f Blood iſſued forth; which we all concluded 
was occaſioned by the Medicines not {ufhctently 
coming at the Mouth of the Artery, which was 
ſo: drawn up, the Artery being then totally 
divided, that the end of ones Finger would ſcarce 
reach it ; ; but be it how it would, for ſecurity's 
fake we pulled 'off that Dreſſing, and made 3 
fecond, which totally ſtopped oy Flux of Blood, 
without any Ligature or Compreſs at all, He liv: 
ed about five Hours after; and tho he was very 
reſtleſs, and ſtruggled very much, yet there 
did not one Drop of Blood more appear. [ only

half a $uinea, may be diſſol, ed in two or 
three Spoonfuls of warm Water , where that can 
not be had, you may take Urine. And in this 
Solution you may wet a- Pledpet, that is made 
either of fine Tow or Lt, with which Pledge 
you may lightly dab the Zips of the Wound, 
and then ſqueeze a ſmall quantity of the Soy. 
tion. Into the Wound, Then you may apply 
your Pledget, and bind it on. If the Wound be 
an inciſed one, after the Medicine is ſqueezed 
into it, it will be convenient to.-ftircch the 
Lips together with a Needle and .Thred, and 
then apply the Pledget. Now in inciſed Hounds 
when theſe Medicines are applied as ſoon, or a 
little time after the Mound 1s received, one 
Dreſſing is for the molt part ſufficient, but two 
re as many as.ever need be uſed. The ſecond 
Application to be made. at the end of three or 


four Days ; But in Gun-/hot Wounds, or where 
- 0 þ tnere 
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there is great Loſs of Subſtance, more Dreſſings 
are needful, and to be repeated once in about 
four Days. If the Wound be very deep, whe- 
ther it be an inciſed or a Gun-/hot one, inſtead 
of ſqueezing in of the Solution, it is neceſſary 
that 1t be injeted with a Syringe. 


_« As for the Tin@ure, in all very large fleſh | 
Wounds, and thoſe within the Cavity of the 
Body, it ought to be taken once in five or fix

Doſe is half a Spoonful in a Draught of any good 
Wine, but Old-Hock I find beſt. Inflight Wounds 
to be taken twice a Day for two or thrce 
Days. Tho if it þe taken for a longer time, 
it can be no way prejudicial, but the quite con- 
trary. 
In great Fluxes of Blood it will be convenient 
_ for to hold on the Pledget wet in the Solution

quantity of the Pouder diſſolved in the [/hite of

will be ſo wary, as to have a care of them) i 
falling ito Diſgrace ; to keep up whoſe Re- 
utation (tho to the great Prejudice of Man- 
kind) they will not Rui 'fo make their utmoſt 
Efforts. A drowning Man will lay hold on 
every Twig. To be ſure, if making 4 
Noi and uſing ill Tanguage, will do any 
thing towards the Preſervation of their ſink- 
ing Credit, that ſhall not be wanting, © 
As I have before ſaid, ſo I repeat it apain, 
That both the City of London, 7 the 
Engliſh Army afford 4 great many Surgeons, 
who are Men of extraordinary Worth, from 
whom I have received many Civilities ; and 
inſtead of being diſcouraged by them, TI have 
been to the utmoſt of their Powers aſſiſted in 
carrying on my Deſigns. we 
I have had occaſion- to mention My. Ber- 
-nard's Name, which T could not poſſibly. 4- 
"void : But I am ſo far from charging _

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| To the Reader. 69 
with any thing that is unfair, that there is no> 
thing more; for T cannot hear of any one who 
hath at any time heard him ſay, That the 
Man at the Hoſpital bled again after 
Pouder was applied, and had ſtopr the Phix of 
Blood. Nay, I have been informed, that he 
was altogether againſt the publiſhing of that 
ſcandalous Libel, relting the Authors, that it 
wes in vain to write" againſt Matter of Fat. 
Whether this Relation be true or not, IT am 
not certain. But this T am ſure of, that he is a 
very great Man, and the Honour of his Pro- 
feſfion: And T verily believe he ſcorns. a 
mean AQtion. IT heartily wiſh T could ſay the 
ſame of Mr. Cooper and others, from whom I 
never deſerved ill, 

There was ſcarce an Experiment I made 
laſt Year 2 Flanders, but there were ſeveral

deſerve ill. For I defy apy one of that Fratern-

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zy to ſay, that I ever once denied them to ſhew 
what Experiments they deſired, and tolet them 
ſee my Patients dreſſed upon all occaſions. And 
lince Mr. Cooper is by them trump'd up in rela- 
4 tion to the Experiments made at St. Bartholomew?s 
Hoſpital ;, I ſhall repreſent that whole Buſineſs 
to the World, and then leave it to any impartial 
| Perſon to judg, whether I was fairly dealt with, 
or not. | 
Having made ſome Experiments before Mr. 
Cooper, &c. upon a Dog firſt of all, making an 
© Aperture in his Abdomen, then taking out one of 
his Small Guts, and wounding it, of which he. 
Was in three or four Days well : Then we cut off 
one of his. hinder Legs as cloſe as poſlibly we 
could to his Body, and immediately ſtopped the 
Flux of Blood without any hard Bandage, to the 
great ſatisfaction of all the Byſtanders. I was 
then deſired by one of the Maſter-Surgeons of the 
Hoſpital, to try my Medicines upon two Perſons, 
' Fwho were to have the one a Leg, and the other 
an Arms cut off, which I readily granted. The 
Day before theſe Operations were to be perform- 
ed, I receiv*d a Letter from the ſaid Maſter- 
Surgeon of the Hoſpital, requeſting me that I 
would come alone, and bring no one with me, 
that a Croud might be avoided, and his Brethren 
not diſpleaſed, (which I leave to any ones Judg- 
nent, whether it did not look as if there were 
ſme Deſign, as the Sequel will demonſtrate) 
Accordingly I wentto the Hoſpital, with no one 
with me but my Boy of about fourteen Tears of 
Azr: But: (to my great ſurprize) when l came 
there; L found at leaſt rwenty of their Fraternity. 
- oe How- 
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However, knowing the Juſtice of my Cauſe, 1 
ſtaid to perform the Buſzneſs I came about. 
I confeſs my Pouder was two -or three times 


applied before the Fluxes of Blood were itop- 
ped, which was occaſion'd only by the irre- # 


gular Application of it by one of themſelves. 
But after the Fluxes were ſtopp*d, there was 
no other than mere retentive Bandage uſed, 
which is more than what any of them can pre- 
tend to with any of their moſt celebrated Ae- 
dicines. After our Patients were drelled up, and 
laid to Bed, we went all to the Tavern,where eve- 
ry one ſeemed to expreſs very great Satisfad#ion 
in what had been done. On the Aforrow Morning, 
being at Tom's Coffee-houſe in -St. Martins-lane 
with one Mr. Clarke,I met with a certain Phy/zc:- 
an who told me that all was undone,for that one 
of the People had bled afreſh ; and if Mr, Ber- 


ard had not been at hand to have taken off mine, 


and applied his own Medicines, he had bled 
to Death. The Truth of which I had no reaſon 
to believe, having ſent one the Vight before, 
and another that Morning, to make ftridt en- 
quiry how they both.did, who brought me word 
that they were both very well, but mention-: 
ed nothing of any ſuch Accident - However, 
that I might be ſatisfied exactly in the truth of 
the ſaid Report, I immediately went to the ſaid 
Hoſpital, taking Mr. Clarke with me. In our 
way we met Mr. Blackſtone, Apothecary to the 
Hoſpital, who told me the ſame Story the Phy- 
fician had done. When we came to the Bed 
where the an lay, whom they ſaid: had bled 
again ; before I was capable of ſpeaking to him, 


he 
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he roſe up in his Bed, and prayed for me moſt 
heartily, telling me that he believed that no 
Man, who ever had an Arm cut off,, was ſo well 
as he was : upon which I asked him, whether 


| he had not bled again after | left him ; he reach- 
F ing out his Stump to me, did ſolemnly proteſt, 


that thoſe very Dreſſings were the ſame that had 
been put on in my preſence, and that they had 
never in the leaſt been touched from the time [ 
ſaw him : 1 likewiſe asked him how he had been 
for Pain; to whichihe replied, That for four 
or five Hours after the Amputation, he had ſome 
Pains occaſioned by an Inflammation juſt above the 
Stump ; but that he had ſlept very well all Nzght, 
and was then perfectly at eaſe. We after- 


wards went up to the Boy, who told us the ſame 


that the an had done, ſaying he was perfealy 
at eaſe, and had ſlept well all Nizht. Some 0- 
ther Surgeons having ſaid the ſame thing in rela- 


tion to the Man's bleeding ; I delired Mr. Col- 
batch a Stationer in Corbil, and Mr. Fiſher a 


Surgeon in Alderſgate-ſtreet, to go to the Hoſpital, 


and they being Strangers, the People would re- 


late the whole Truth to them ; but inſtead of 
either of them owning that they thad bled, they 
declared they were infinitely obliged to the 
Perſon who made the new Experiment upon them, 
for that they were well to admiration. Theſe 
Operations were performed (to the beſt of my 
remembrance) on a Tueſday; and the Friday 
following I was deſired. to be again at the ſame 


Place, to perform the ſame Operation upon ano- 


ther Perſon - but finding this 1]l Vſage, I ſent 


Mr. Baker, a Surgeon in Suffolk-ſtreet, who was 
O 3 | wont 
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wont to make my Experiments for me, with ſome 
other Friends, to be as Witneſſes, and deſired by 
Letter, that Mr. Baker might make the Applica. 
tion of my Aedicines;, but there being ſo many 
(about /3x Perſons) Witneſſes of what might be 
done, they refuſed to let Mr. Bakes do it, and 
deferred it to another time. 1 likewiſe in the 
ſame Letter requeſted that I might have notice 
given me, when the two before mentioned ſhould 
be opened, that I might be preſent, to ſee how 
the Stumps looked, which every body will own 
was but fair : But to be ſhort, I was put off 
from time to time, and never was admitted to 
ſee them at all, Now, if what I have ſaid up- 
on this Subjed?, does not argue a Combination, I 
do not know what can ; and for the truth of all, 
when TI have leiſure, I will have it ſufficiently 
atteſted before a Magiſtrate , nay the Man and 
Boy (tho reported to be dead) will both aflift 
,mein the confirmation of the truth of this my 
Relation: 

As for the Caſe of poor Captain Rogers, I know - 
nothing of it, but was told by one Capt. of 
Sir Fames Leſley's Regiment, at Mr. Man's Coffee- 
bouſe, before Mr. Baker and others, that Capt. 
Rogers being opened after he was dead, his Heart 
was found to be pierced. Whether he ſaw this 
himſelf, or had it related to him by fome body 
elfe, I am not certain ; but he declared that to 
his certain knowledg my 7th Experiment was 
true to a tittle, it being made upon a Solgier of 
the Regiment to which he belonged. 

As for Mr. Dun, I know nothing more than 
this, that he being in a Publick Coffee-houfe,w "2 
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there were at leaſt twelve People, he complained 
of twoor three Wounds he had received by a Cock's 
Spur, and that there had been ſomething applied 
by another Surgeon ; his Hand was much ſwelled 


" and inflamed, and he in great Pain, and in great + 


fear of ſome further ill Conſequence : ſo he re- 
queſted me to apply my external Medicine, which 
I did, and gave him ſome of the Tin@urein Ale ; 


and in about a quarter of an Hour®s time he de- 


clared before all the Company, that his Pain was 
altogether abated. On the Morrow he came to 
me again, and deſired me to make a freſh Dreſ- 
ſing, which, fitiding his Hand in a good way 
of being well, I refuſed; telling him that one 
Dreſſing was ſufficient. Now he being unaccuſ- 


.tomed to ſuch forts of Methods, . thought I had 


ſlighted him,ſo he applied himſelf to Mr. Johnſon, 
who every body will allow adviſed him to take 
off my Dreſſings, and make uſe of his; ſo what 
became of him after, I know not, _ 

My time will not permit me at preſent to 
make Remarks upon the whole, which however 
I ſhall take a convenient time for. And the 
World may expe@ a full Vindication of my ſelf. 
For it is Truthand its CauſeI am contending for, 
and therefore am not aſhamed to fix my Name 
to it. I confeſs (uſing the Words of the Famous 
Dr. Lock) the Imputation of Novelty 1s a terrible 
Charge among#t thoſe who judg of Mens Heads, as 
they do of their Perukes, by the faſhion 5; and can al- 
low none to be right but the received Dofrines, Truth 
ſcarce ever carried jt by Pote any where at its 
firſt appearance : New Opinions are aways ſuſpe&ed, 
and uſually oppoſed, without any other reaſon, but 
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becauſe they are not already common + But Truth, 
like Gold, 15 not the leſs ſo, for being newly brought 
out of the Mine, ?Tis Trial and Examination muſt 
give it Price, and not any antick Faſhion : And tho 
it be not yet currant by the publick Stamp, yet it may 
for all that be as old as Nature, and ts certainly not 
the leſs.genuine. 

I did expe&t my Hypothe/3s would. have been 
overthrown, and a better erected in its place, 
for which I ſhould have thanked them ; but in- 
ſtead of that, I find they have neither over- 
thrown mine, nor ereted a new one of their 
own, but have ſtood at a diſtance and bark'd at 
me, ſhewed their Teeth, but either durſt not or 
could not come near enough to bite me in that 
place where I lay open to them. For in laying 
down an Hypotheſ3s, it is as in building a Houſe, 
no Man can be certain, that he who comes af- 
ter, cannot erect a better Fabrick. 

But for my Experiments, I relating them as 
Matter of Fat, am obliged to ſtand by them ; 
and I defy all their united Force in the leaſt ta 
overthrow them. 

To the number of my Experiments, I ſhall 
add two or three made in England.

Experiment T. 


' A Servant belonging to one Mr. Norris, a 

Member of Parliament for Leverpole in Lan- 
caſhire, driving a Cart, by accident fell down 
before the heel; the Wheel running over his 


Head, 
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Head, divided the Scalp from off all the hinder 
| partof it; and inthe Words of the ſaid Mr. Nor- 
ris, the Scull was altogether as bare, as: if ſcra- 
ped with a Razor, for the breadth of three or 
four Inches; his lower Lip- (by a Splinter, or ſome 
ſuch thing) was divided the length of an 1xch or 
more. The an was preſently brought into 
the ſaid Mr. Norrs's Houſe, who ſays, that he 
-was the moſt miſerable SpedFacle that he ever 
ſaw ; but having ſome of my Medicines by him, 
he gave a Maid-ſervaut of his Dire&ions how to 
- uſe them.. She made a Solution of my Pouder in 
Water, and with the ſaid Solution ſhe waſhed the 
Scalp and Scull, to free them from Dirt and Sand 
that were lodged upon them ; then ſhe laid the 
divided Scalp upon its proper place, and bound 
it up : then ſhe ſtitched up the Zip, and made 
an Application, Mr. Norris has ſeveral times 
publickly declared in the Grecian Coffee-houſe in 
Eſſex-Buildings, that in four days time both the 
Man's Head and Lip were perfectly well. He 
has likewiſe declared, that the Flux of Blood 
was ſo great, that he believes he could not have 
lived, whilſt they-had ſent 3 Ales for a Surgeon, 
unleſs my Medicines had been applied He ſays 
that the Cur:o/:ty of the thing was ſuch, and the 
Cure ſo ſpeedy, that it drew a great many Surge- 
ons of the Country thereabouts to ſee the-Man, 
and to be informed exaaly of the Wounds, and 
the manner of Cure ; who all declared,rthat they 
did not believe there had been any ſuch thing in 
nature ; and that if they had been ſent for, they 
could not have told what to have doiie@._]If-Mr. 
Norris be gone out of Town, there are a great 


many 
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many Gentlemen who frequent the Grecian Coffee- 
bouſe, that have heard him relate this thing. 1 
muſt beg Mr. Norrts's Pardon for taking the 1i- 
berty to uſe his Name, without firſt asking his 
leave ; but ſince I have been obliged toit to vin- 
_ Truth, I hope it will be the more eaſily ex- 
cuſed.

Experiment TI, 


Performed by Mr. Baker by my Order, which 
compared with the 13th Experiment in my 
Novum Lumen, # (I ſuppoſe) a Confirma- 
tion of the truth of what 1 there ſay. 


N.the 8thof March in the Evening, I was 
ſent for to one Roger , A Corporal in 

the Company of Capt. Armſtrong, in the Regiment 
of Col. Tiffany. There was one Mr. 74. a Sur- 
geon in Bloomsbury with him at the ſame time, 
who had dreſſed him from the firſt time the 
Wound had been received, which was about 
eleven Days betore, it being given with a large 
Bagonet Sword. It entred about the middle of 
the Zeg, between both Focils, glancingupon the 
Tibia, and ſo paſſed on, that it went almoſt 
through : For the Point of the Sword made a 
ſort of Tumour in the Calf; it wounded the 
Artery; but the Artery lying very deep, 'the Flux 
of Blood was not very violent. He dreſſed it 
that time, and ſo on for about five Days, it 
bleeding now and then, but not much, in which 
time 
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time the Wound was much enlarged ; for at firſt 
he could not have put in above fow' or five Do- 
fs; but then twenty perhaps or more, as both 
Mr: Armſtrong and all the Family told me. On 
the fifth Day it bled with that Impetuofty, that 


| it frighted the whole Family - He ſtopt, or ra- 


ther pent in the Zlood with good ſtore of Doſſils 
and tite Bandage. It continued bleeding thus at 
times for many Days ; in which time' (as the 
Family told me) he loſt about twelve or fourteen 
Pints of Blood, even 1o much, that he looked 
like a perfe& Cadaver ; his Hands were ſhrivel- 
led, and as yellow as a Hawk's Foot. But on the 
eleventh Day after the Wound was inflifted, he 
bled again with the greateſt Yiolence imaginable, 
which was the reaſon I was ſent for. WhenT 
came, Mr. M.asked me whether or noIthought 
I could ſtop the Flux of Blood. I anſwered, 1 
hope I can : For he had declared before, that 
nothing but Amputation could ſave his Life. He 
then opened the Wound, pulling out moſt of 
his Dreſſings, the Wound was fo big, that four 
or five Fingers wquld eaſily have gone into it. 
The Dreſſings were not all pulled away with 
Mr. 24's Forceps, hut the Blood roſe in a moſt 
violent manner : I can liken it to nothing but 
to a Hole dug in the Ground (of about two Foot 
Diameter) over a Water-pipe, in which, if you 
hore a large Hole, after the Ditch is full to the 
Brims, and runs over, the I//ater boils up in 
the middle ſomewhat high; juſt ſo did the 
Blood. I put my Fore-finger into the Wound, 
could feel both Boxes very plain (but not the 
bottom of the Wound) with the violent Pulſa- 
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tion of the Artery ; I really. believe that the 4-- 
tery was almoſt, if not totally divided. The 
Leg was ſwelled to the, higheſt degree, the 
Blood being extravaſated, and filling up the” h.- 
terſtices of the Muſcles (having been ſo often, 
both by too tite Bandage and Dofſils, pent in 
as it were by main force, till the greater force 
overpowred, and made its way through all) fo 
that beſides the often Bleeding, nothing leſs 
than a Mortification was to be feared. . But ha- 
 ving made my Application ready, I injected ſome 
_ of the Solution of the Pouder into.the Wound, but it 
was waſhed away by the Impetuo/ity of the Flux 
before it could arrive to the wounded Artery - 
However, with ſoft Pledgets dipt in the Solution, 
I dreſt it up for that time,and the Flux ſeem'd to 
be ſtopp'd ; yet it bled ſomewhat that N:ght, 
but with no great violence, and ſoon ſtopt a- 
gain. It did fo twice or thrice, ſo that I was 
fatisfied, that unleſs I could empty the Wound 
of the Blood, and come to apply the Medicine 
to the Artery it ſelf (the Caſe being quite dif- 
ferent from what it had been, had the Mound 
been a freſh one, the Parts being all perfealy 
rotten, as will appear by the Sequel) I had little 
hopes of ſtaying the Flux z upon which I made 
uſe of the Turnicat, compreſſing the Yeſſels inthe 
Ham, which retarded the impetuous Courſe of 
the Blood ; ſoI emptied the Wound as much as I 
could, and applied the Solution with a Pledget to 
the very Artery, and filling the reſt with ſoft 
Tow, uſing no Compreſs, only retentive Bandage. 
Hehad little or no-Pain from the firſt time theſe 
Atedicines were applied,except a little ten/zve pul- 
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ffick Pain before the Flux was totally ſtopped. 
After this Application, not one Drop of Blood ap- 
peared, nor did it ever bleed afterwards, tho 1 
dreſſed him not in five or fx Days'; but in the 
mean time the Swell-ng abated, and from the 
Wound was diſcharged a quantity of coagulated, 
corrupted Blood. I continued dreſling bim with 
the ſame. Solution only four or five times, in 
which time he was removed from his Maſter's 
Houſe in Southampton-ſtrcet, Bloomsbury, to a 
'Nurſe's near Soho-ſquare. The Day after his 


- Removal I dreſt him; and with the Cloth that 


was applied over the Wound there came away a 
large Core made up of the contuſed rotten Fibres, 
coagulated Blood, and ſome Dofſils which Mr. 24. 
had left in the Wound; this was about three 
Weeks after I had firſt ſeen it. The Wound 
within looked very ruddy and well, but the fide 
of the Tibia or Shin-bone (by which the 2Muſcu- 
lus Anticus lies) was bare, without any Perioſt:- 
um, about two Fingers in length. There was an 
extraordinary Cavity after the Core was diſchar- 
ged, and much Matter of a very ill Smell, which 
obliged me to dreſs him oftner than uſual; this 
Matter was the extravaſated Blood, pent up long 
between the 2/uſcles, that in this time had for- 
med for it ſelf ſome” Chambers. Yet in three 
Days the whole contained Matter was all come 
away, the Leg fallen to its wonted Bigneſs, ſo 
that you might preſs every Part without any 
Pa. ; all this while I never put in a Pledgrtr., 
only ſqueezed in the Solution, and ſpread the 
Pledget over, covering it with a clean Linen 
Rag, and' the former retentive Bandage _ 
A 
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Alt this while'F never uſed any thing elſe but the 
faid Solution to the difcover'd Bone, which were 
it 4 Cauſtick, what pretty work would it have 
made? Afterwards I dreſſed: him not above 
ance in five, /3x or ſeven Days ; he daily reco- 
vered Strength, ſo that he roſe, and by degrees 
walked with aStick, the great Cavity being very 
faſt, full of Fe/h, the Bone hid, and by the 20th 
of April he was quite well. But this is very re- 
markable, that in the beginning of. the Cure by 
me, he' took every day the Tindure in White- 
Wine or Claret, a Quart or three Pints a day, 
yet never was in the leaſt feveriſh, altho at the 
ſame time he never had a: Stool for eleven Days, 
but always ſlept well, and gained Strength. 

I mention nothing here to'derogate from the 
former Surgeon, who every one will allow, 
deſerves well in ſending for A4fiftance, when 
he was put to'a' Nonplus.

O® the 14th of January, 169%, David Hun- 
ter, Waiter at the Roebuck Tavern in Great 
Suffolk-ſtreet, in a Scuffle received a large Wound 


_ quite croſs the Carpus or Wriſt, in which the 


Artery was wounded, and two of the Tendons 
of the Flexores Digitorum, or Muſcles which 
move the Fingers, quite divided, Their Extre- 
mities were actually ſeen by all By-ſtanders. 
Within an Hour after the Wound was given, I 
was ſent for ; it had bled much ; but what with 


| Napkins kept cloſe on, together with the coagu- 


lated Blood, the great Flux was in ſome mea- 
ſure check'd. When I came in, Ifound a' Dutch 
Phyſician there, who when I propoſed to ſtitch 


_ up the Found, would by no means have it done; 


ſo I dreſſed it only with the Medicines common- 
ly uſed by us Surgeons, and bound it up : But at 
Midnight 1 was alarnvd, that he was bleeding to 
Death. I made all the haſte I could to him; 
when I came, I found him fainting, and having 


| great Convulſions, I found two Chamber-pots of 


Blood that he had loſt, before I could come to 
him, beſides what wasloſt on the Ground, Sheets, 
@c. I preſently put my Thumb on the Artery, 
which beat and bled with that Yolence, that it 
almoſt threw off my Thumb; and altho I made 
ſeveral Applications of the beſt common Reſtrin- 
gents, I could not in the leaſt ſtop the Flux, 2 : 
en 
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ſent the Man's Wife for ſome of Dr. Colbatch's: 
Pouder | had by me at my Houſe, I having for- 
gotten to take it with me. When ſhe came, I 
having no Water by me, mixt 1t with the Mhiye 
of an Egg, and with a Pledget of Lint applied it 
to the bleeding Artery, and another the whole 
length of the Found, uſing only ſuch moderate 
Bandage as was juſt enough. to keep on the -4p- 
plications. In a moment the Flux of Blood was in- 
tirely ſtopp'd, and he ſlept well all Night ; but 
on the next Day he was a little in Pain; ſo I 
took off the Roller, and juſt lifted up one of the 
Pledgets, from under which came away about 
balf a Spoonful of extravaſated Blood, which 
had been pent up by the glutinous 2uality of 
the White of the Egg. After the diſcharge of 
which he was preſently at eaſe. I opened it not 
again till four Days after, at which time there 
was by the ſame Dutch Phy/zcian, and two Engliſh 
Surgeons my Friends ;, whea to the great Amaxze- 
ment of us all, the Artery was quite hid, the 
Extremities of the divided Tendons not to be 
ſeen, and the whole Wound incarned, fo that on- 
ly Cicatrization was wanting. In fifteen days 
time he was well, and had the uſe of his Hand 
as well as ever in his Life; and the Pouder was 


never but twice applied.
